Chicago, April 24.—The real reason for the 
anti-big hat bill Introduced tn the legislature 
by Representative George C. Hilton has come | 
to light. The informant is Mrs, Hilton her-— 
self and moreover she does not agree entirely 
with -her husband's views. 

“TT was down at Springfield,.’’ she says, 
‘‘while the suffragist people were there. Many 
of them wore such big hats that it was im- 
possible for the members of the legislature 
to get around. 

“TI think those big Rate did more damage 
to the cause of woman suffrage than anything 
else that happened there. The poor legisia- 
tors were always bumping their facee 
against big straw hats, or scratching them- 
selves on feathers or long hat pins.*’ 

Legisiators, when interviewed, acknowl- 
edged that the Information was correct. 

The position of the opposition is stated by 
Mrs. Oliver W. Sewart, president of the 
lilincis Woman's Suffrage Association: 

“If the Illinois legislators would use somé 
of their energy in seriously considering wom- 
an’s suffrage or some of the other important 
issues before them instead of thinking’ up 
such ridiculous measures as this hat bill | 
they would be of greater service to their 
state.”’

Indianapolis, Ind.. April 24.—The cen- 
tral figure in famous and futile crusade 
against the sale of cigarettes in In- 
Ind. He 
was John W. Parks, formerly of the state 
legislature, and he framed the anti- 
cigarette bill that became a law in the 
legislature of i905, and was repealed 
by the legislature of this year. 

The fight leg by Mr. Parks was a big 
one. Oscar A. ‘Cigarette’ Baker, an 
afterney for the so-called tobacco trust, 
was charged with attemping to bribe 
numbers of the legislature to vote 
against the Parks bill. He was indicted 
and fled to Canada, and later to Bu- 
rope. A reward of $3,009 was offered 
for his arrest. Lately the only witness 
against him died. z7overnor Marshal 
cancelled the reward, and Baker re- 
turned to this country. and is now at 
his home in Marion, Ind.

S. Taylor, former Secretary of State Charles Finley and others, accused of 
participation in the conspiracy which led to the assassinatign of Senator 
William Goebel, afterward declared to have been elected governor. 
An unusual] and peculiar feature of the case is the granting of pardons 
to men who have never been tried and convicted, hence who are, in the eyes 
- the law, innocent. : |

Ordinarily the use of ‘the pardoning power under such circumstances, 


leven though legally permissable, could scarcely be justified, for the law es- 


tablishes in the interest both of society and the accused person himself, a 
method whereby his guilt or innocence must be determined. 

Failure to invoke that method not only deprives society of its right, 
but leaves a cloud upon the life of the man who is the recipient of such: 
questionable clemency. fos 


As a rule, therefore, every person reasonably charged with a crime

might be, with fairness and impartiality, judicially proven.. tr 
But the conspiracy which led to the assassination of William Goebe 
was unique in the history of crime. It was a political crime on either side 
of which there, was intense partisan alignment; in Kentucky opfnion rela-, 
tive to this case, there was no middle ground. Se sin ets 
It is probably true, therefore, as Governor Willson says, that a fair trial 
for Taylor and Finley would have been impossible; that before a jury of 
Goebel sympathizers they would have met with certain conviction, and before 
one of anti-Goebel views they would have found as speedy acquittal. 
Conceding that, whatever the evidence, guilt or innocence ‘should be de- 


convicted with the evidence tn hand, before a fair and impartial jury. 

Governor Willson’s clemency did not extend-to those who admittedly par- 
ticipated in this conspiracy or who, by conclusive evidence, were shown to 
have been parties to it. 

In the light of logic and the facts, therefore, tt would. seem that Gover- 
nor Willson has done Kentucky a service in thus clearing the records of this 
deplorable case. : . 

Left in statu quo, though nearly a decade has passed since Senator Goe- 
bel was wantonly shot down, it could only have served to keep alive the fires 
of a political prejudice and hatred which would have been manifest in every 
state campaign until death removed the men about whom the factional strife 
centered. 

Taylor and Finley would have been an issue in years to come as they 
have been since their flight to: Indiana,:and yet they could never have been 
brought to trial for a crime with which their connection was at least doubt- 


ful. 


With the case thus disposed of they will disappear in the vortex of 
oblivion which claims those to whom public interest no longer attaches, from 
whom the spotlight has been turned off. : 

As an issue to which there could have been no final solution they have 
been eliminated from the politics of Kentucky.

BRINGING THE PRESIDENT TO THE.PEOPLE. 


One of the soundest and most logical of the recent contentions-of Pres- 
ident Taft is that looking to what may broadly be called a popularizing of 


the president by providing that he make annually long pilgrimages through 
the states and territories of the United States. . : 

Join to this Mr. Taft’s expressed desire that members of his cabine 
follow his example at intervals, and it is not difficult to see that the founda- 
tion is being laid for quickening the national spirit of the average Amer- 
ican. 

The modern and correct conception of the chief executive and his. of- 
ficial family is that they are the servants not of one party or section, but 
of the whole people. 

The only manner in which this healthful conception can be made of uni- 
versal prevalence is to let Americans living everywhere, whether at Tampe 
or Spokane, or Sitka, Alaska, see what manner of men they have entrusted 
with the authority to administer the government of a nation reaching 30,- 
000,000 of poulation. , 

It follows, also, that as president and cabinet officers and department. 
heads get in personal touch with many big problems that are essentially 
local, they will be better prepared ‘to make decisions and to push movements 
which are to result in the symmetrical development of the entire country. 

Under our- present conventional system, the only time the nation has to 
become acquainted with its administrators is during the quadrennial presi- 
dential campaigns. And it is questionable if men, under these strained con- 
ditions, appear in their best or even their representative moods.. . 

Theoretically, the head of the nation and his assistants should be the 
clearing house of national sentiment and agpirations. They should be pro- 
motors of country-wide patriotism and understanding. Persistent and in- 
telligent travel is an excellent way, in fact, the only satisfactory way, to as- 
sure this end. Since the railroads can transport but an infinitesimal f{yac- 
tion of Americans to the president, they should carry the president to

Preventive and curative medicine has made great strides. The heating 
sharpness of the surgeon's knife, the salutary influence of ease and relaxation 
and the free air of God’s great open, have led doctors nowadays to doubt 
if any save the most drastic of childish physical misfortunes are incurable. 

Yet what are we dging for the children who, as victims of environment 
and heredity, have in them the germs of criminality, blasted and unproduc- 
tive lives and the disastrous role of menace to the community? 

Rather little, when the importance of the subject and the ready response 
of the child to proper treatment are considered. 

It has been demonstrated, beyond rejoinder, that aun overwhelming ma- 
jority of children with wayward tendencies can be veclaimed. All that is 
needed is close association for a term of years with militant righteousness. 
the reconstruction of moral natures upon a sane basis and, the revivification 
of the conscience. 

The society that does not take aggressive cognizance of these facts is 
not only culpable merally; it is also neglecting the means to lessen a sure 


tax upon the public treasury and the public safety. 
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: THE COMING OF A SANITARY. EXPERT. 


Another strong number in Atlanta’s campaign of education with regard 
to sanitation and hygiene, will be the visit and address here next Saturday 
of Dr. William A. Evans, head of the Chicago board of health and one of 
the most eminent experts on this subject in the country. Elsewhere is told 
the history of the main achievements of Dr. Evans, and the strikingly sane 
and effectual methods upon which he relies for success in teaching a big city 
how to be healthy. 

Dr. Evans’ career and theories are of especial pertinence to the people 
of Atlanta at this time.

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MARKET “CORNERS” AND THE FARMERS’ UNION. 


In a recent interview, President Charles &. Barrett, of the’ Farmers’ 
Unioa, following & call for amass meeting of the grain growers of America, 
points out that, as a rule, the main beneficiaries of “corners” in products of 
the soil, are manipulators,-whether it is wheat or cotton that furnishes the 
pawn with which market gamblers are juggling. | 

He also draws attention to the fact that when the American public, 
resentful over the advanced cost of living all along the line, begins to insti- 
tute investigation and reprisal, the grower, who suffers equally with the 
consumer, is likely, in the confusion of the public mind, to sustain as much 
of the adverse-criticism as the manipulator. 

The purpose of the mass meeting of the growers, which is to convene 
at Springfield, Mo., the 12th of May, is to seek to place the profits in 
the hands of the growers instead of the manipulators, and to formulate con- 
ditions which will make for stability in markets and uniformity in the range 
of quotations from which the producer benefits. 

Already the Union is well-organized in the grain states and maintains 
numerous elevators in which wheat and corn can be stored until prices reach 
proper levels. The intention of the forthcoming meeting, which is to be 
a rally of non-members as well as Union men, is to solidify all the elements 
figuring in the production of grain products. To that end) all the power 
of this formidable organization goes behind the movement.

London, April 24.—Vagrancy in Eng- 
land is henceforth to be regarded ag 4 
@pecies of crime. A bill is soon to be 
passed by parliament that will rob the 
Professional tramp of his glorious irre- 
eponsibility. A rough time is coming 
for peripatetis professional philosophers 
who wear their hair matted and have an 
aversion to svap and water. 

Roaming ‘about England, and living on 
the genérosity of the general public is 
an army of 60,000 hoboes—men and 
women—who régatd work ag more or less 
“Immoral.” They refuse to go-into the 
workhouses because in these establish- 
ments the pauper has to do ocakum pick- 
ing and stone-breaking, which are in- 
conrAstent with the ethics of people who 
prefer to follow the model set by the 
lilies of the field, which neither sow nor 
epin, nor gather into barns. 

@ngliand has always had this tramp 
Problem to déal with. It is an entirely 
different. affair from the unemployed 
question; and authorities admit that it 
has to be handied in a different fashion 
Sitogether. Over and above the army 
of the unemployed—which is variously 
@stimated as between half a million and 
a milNon—there is this floating popula- 
tion who are “work-shy” and who would 
not do a stroke of labor except under 
severe compulsion. 

In the early days, the forefathers of 
the present generation dealt with the 
Vagrant population with the utmost 8e- 
verity. .The confirmed loiterer was 
whipped for the first offense, but if that 
@id not act as a stimulus to exertion, 
and the delinquent still followed his pro- 
pensities for a life of ease, he was 
brought up before the authorities and 
his ears were cut off. Earlessness as 2 
eure for laziness did not seem to act 
very effectually, however, and as a fur- 
ther incentive to exertion, the govern- 
ment of the day in the fourteenth cen- 
Yury resorted to branding a great ‘‘V’’— 
meaning vagrant—on the forehead of the 
man who, after being whipped and 1os- 
ing his ears, still persisted in refusing 
to work. But even these methods of 


4 , gentle suasion did not prove very ef- 


fective, and finally a law was passed 
swhereby the crime of begging was pun- 
ished with hanging. 

Many of these early punishments fell 
into what Grover Cleveland termed in- 
nocuous desuetude, but they were Té- 
vived in a modified form in 1824, when 
whipping was “restored” to the calendar 
in order to compel people to relinquish 
wastrelism. Whipping is occasionally 
used now in England, when a man in 
the workhouse refuses to perform his 
given task. 

But, despite every measure of punish- 
ment, vagrancy has been steadily on the 
increase in England during the last 
twenty years. According to a govern- 
ment report, it has risen from 40,000 to 
60,000—and there is today in England a 
steady. “unworkable” population com- 
prising this larger number. 

The recent poor law commission has 
emphasized the fact that the present 
system of treatment meted out to the 
tramp and “unemployable” portion of 
the population has e tendency 


rather | 


advantage of this gtate of affairs. Every 
year the enormous sum of $60,000,000 is 
dispensed in charity in England, and 
$16,000,000 of this is distributed in Lon- 
don alone. The giving of these sums 
is not safeguarded as carefully as it 
should be, and the consequence ie that 
vast number of unworthy people man- 
age to get “assistance,” while many of 
the real cases of distress are nég- 
‘lected. 

Accordifig. to an investigation, recent- 
ly conducted by the London county coun- 
-cil, ‘it was found thet every night in 
London there are 2,000 peeple who take 
shelter in doorways, under arches of 
bridges and beneath stairways. While 
a few of these are genuine cases of des- 
titution, many have refused to go into 
the workhouses, as they object to having 
to do workhouse tasks, and to take the 
inevitable bath which the guthorities in- 
sist upon. 

it is not often that officials descend to 
humor in submitting their reports. on 
such serious subjects, but recently the 
secretary of the Charity Organization 
Society, in his report to the go§ernment 
On the subject of vagrancy, gave some 
amusing instances of the state of mind 
of the workless, idle trap, who ‘‘makes 
his living’ by doing nothing, and doing 
it to the best of his ability, which, in 
this particular direction, is somewhat 
exceptional. 

“One tramp,’ says the report, “was 
asked how it was that he never perform- 
ed his workhouse task. His reply was 
characteristic. ‘l don’t really Know 
how’ it is; it must be somethin’ the mat- 
ter with my constitution. I eats well and 
I sleeps well, but when I sees a pit oO’ 
work I goes al) of a tremble,’ ”’ 

“Family tramps” often pride them- 
selves on the fact that their children 
were not born “under shelter.” If a 
woman hab been taken into the work- 
house, the so-called “husband” exer- 
cises his right to take his discharge 
and that of his family at any time, and 
he thus manages to get the Woman out 
in time to Keep up the reputation of 
the family and to be able to say that 
none of his children was born “in the 
ihouse.”’ It is considered a’ disgrace 
among the respectable tramp fraternity 
to have reared any of their offspring 
under civilized conditions. The attrac-

tually suffer... The amount of money 
annually. distributed as aime to va- 
grants is gtated in a government report 
to be not less than $16,000,000. 

The main defect in the. English poor 
law at present ts that there is no power 
ef detention; and it is to remedy this 
shortcoming that the new vagrancy act 
is to be introduced. This measure will 
establish’ a central authority which will 
act on reports submitted to it by va- 
ricus charitable organigations—such 4s 
the Salvation Army and similar bodies— 
and will have the power to issue a sort 
of ‘“‘warrant,” termed a license, for the 
arrest and detention of any vagrant. 
Each person sg rounded up is to be 
committed to a labor colony. and his 
“license” ig to be of such a stringent 
character thet if he rung away from the 
colony to which he has been committed, 
the local authorities will be able to give 
him a term of hard labor in a regular 
prison. 

In a measure, there is already in oper- 
ation in England such a labor colony. 
It is known as “Hadleigh Bay” Land 
Colony. It has proved itself a decided 
success, the only difficulty beimg that 
the authorities who run it=+the London 
county council—have no power to detain 
tramps upon it against their will. The 
countess of Warwick has taken an ac- 
tive personal interest in this colony and 
has employed a number of men from it 
to do work on her estate, Easton Lodge. 

By linking up the labor colonies with 
what is practically a penal system—for 
all persong who are sent to the proposed 
colonies will be detained a year, and 
cannot go away without a ticket-ot- 
leave—England is attempting to solve 
her tramp problem on similar lines to 
those carried out by Germany, Holland 
and other countries. Outside of Ham- 
burg, for instance, there is an enormous 
reservation known ag the “Stranger 
Camp.” Here all vagrants are rounded 
up, and thie ts one reason why you never 
seb tramps and wnemployables walking 
about and begging in German cities. 
England, up to this time, has permitted 
an immense latitude to her tramps on

London, April 24.—Opportunity lures 
the unscrupulous to crime. But can 
Imere opportunity explain the extraor- 
dinary recurrence of crimes of violence at 
certain spots?

Beni Somrook, in the Minich province 
of Egypt, a ghastly tragedy was re- 
cently Drought to light. .

Two potters were 
arrested, and one turned state’s evidence. 
The child, he said, had been burnt in 
order that luck might attend the baking 
of the first batch of pottery.

Bricked Up in the Wall. 

Certainiy, there was no apparent ob- 
ject for the crime. The man had al- 
Ways been a good husband and fathe?. 
and the prison doctorg certified him 
sane. 
After the guillotining of La Torre, the 
old house in which he had lived could 
find no tenant. It was said to be 
haunted, and no one would rent it. 

So the owner pulled it down in order 
to rebuild. Then the house-breakers 
made a horrible discovery. Bricked up 
in the wall of the cellar were the mum- 
mified remains of a woman stabbed 
with a knife. 

Murder, of course; but when, or “by 
whom, no one could say. The knife and 
the mouldering remains of garments 
gave the only clue, and placed the date 
of the crime at about the end of the 
eighteenth century.

One 
evening a prosperous farmer, Calvin 
Barnes: by name. was walking into tha 
town. accompanied by his two little 
grandchildren, when, just as he reached 
the old torture ground, an assassin’ 
billet laid him low.

LEOPOLD’S DARING MOVE. 


CONGO MUSEUM 


Brussels, April 24.—Museums, as & 
rule, are given a wide berth by people 
seeking entertainment, but King Leo- 
pold has just completed, at Tervueren 
an institution which will excite no end 
of public curiosity. A principal section 
of it is to be devoted to the exhibition 
of specimens from the Congo. It is cer- 
tainly a bold stroke for the king of the 
Beigians, in view of the world-wide orit- 
icism to which he has been subjected, 
owing to bis alleged Congo misrule, to 
advertise his former connection with 
the land of rubber in this fashion. 
Agents are scouring the Congo in every 
@irection for suitable collections with 
which to fill the enormous building 
wihiich the king has dedicated to his 
unique object. ‘This splendid structure 
will serve the double purpose of supply- 
ing the world with a permanent museum 
containing representative specimens 
from the African districts over which 
he rules, and of forming a school and 
uniersity for ‘Belgian colonial stu- 
dents. Many skilled professors have al- 
ready been given chairs in this echool 
and a vast number of experts have been 
engaged to systematize the exhibition. 
Numerous lectures on the Congo will be 
given, and these will be practically 
demonstrated to visitors by specially 
arranged tours through the museum at 
stated periods. 

King Leopold hopes, . estad lishing 
this magnificent institution, to disabuse 
the public mind as to many unpleasant 
charges which have been brought 
against him in connection with the Pree 
State. ~ Whether he will be able to over- 
come, by such an establishment, the 
vast and almost world-wide prejudice 
which has been raised, remains to be 
seen. Whatever his secret intention may 
be in founding the Congo Museum and 
Colonial School, no doubt exists that 
thie undertaking will rank among the 
most interesting educational ventures 
of the day.

| In south Texas, where the best rains have 


fallen, planting ia still in progress. A fair 
per cent of the crop is up te a stand, how- 
ever, though further rains are necessary for 
this section, which is already three weeks 
late. Central Texas is very dry: planters are 
beginning to complain bitterly on account of 
no ain. But little cotton is planted, and 
where cotton was up on the 12th instant frost 
“‘nipped’’ a large per cent, and, further, the 
dry weather is causing the plant to “‘curl.”’ 
In west Texas practically no rain during the 
winter, with no change for the better, thus 
far, though in this section they say one good 
road means the making of the orep. North 
Texas, where early in the spring the best 
rains fell, has time to recover. it being early 
yet for planting there. Acreage will undoubt- 
edly be increased, and may, in a measure, 
offset the late start. A large crop is not to 
be expected unlesg we begin shortly with 
ideal weather and same is continued.”’ 

The bears claim that too much attention !s 
being paid to western conditions, but I can’t 
see it that way. Texas is usually the balance 
wheel and the crop in that state is usually 
the index to the total crop. However, we see 
nothing in thé situation in the eastern belt 
to indicate even a normal yield. Preparations 
are certainly several weeks behind and it will 
take a very late frost date, as well as ideal 
weather from now on, to make even an aver- 
age yield.

STOCKS WERE ACTIVE; 
BEARS COVERING 


They Had Sold Freely the Pre- 
vious Day, and Prices 
Did Not Decline. 


iNew York, April 24.—The activity of 
the stock market today was attributed, 
in large part, to covering operations 
by bear speculators, who sold stocks 
freely yesterday. The news from Con- 
stantinople was sufficiently sensational, 
and the foreign securities markets suf- 
ficiently indifferent to it, to suggest to 
the bear party that they werein a haz- 
ardous position, with obligations to de- 
liver stocks of which prices refused to 
decline. They bought te cover, there- 
fore, and the advances was pushed by 
the bidding up of prices by their oppo- 
nents. The securities markets abroad 
seemed to take a favorable rather than 
an apprehensive view of the course of 
events in Turkey, indicating the prefer- 
ence of the financial powers for the 
ascendancy of the Mberal element in 
While the immediaie 
view of the situation was one of ap- 
proval, it was felt that so inflammnatory 
@ condition at a sensitive point in Ew 
ropean politics contained seeds of dan- 
ger, and new commitments in stocks 
were undertaken with conservajfism. 
The future course of the money market 
also is considered with some access of 
caution. The uninterrupted succession 
of new bond issues suggests a rate of 
absorption of banking facilities which 
will require free replenishment to avoid 
@ closer working of interest rates. The 
announcement, late yesterday, of a $2,- 
000,000 gold shipment to France opens 
up a fresh factor of depletion of bank- 
ing reserves and the extent to which it 
may g0 will influence the domestic 
money situation materally. Lenders of 
money are not showing anything like 
the late prevailing eagerness to place 
funds, and any marked revival of mer- 
cantile demand for credits would be 
bound to alter materially the tone of 
the money market. The money outlook 
did not prevent another broad and active 
bond market today. The newly floated 
issues figure overwhelmingly in the 
bond declines. The fresh- break in the 
price of wheat was a sustaining influ- 
ence on stocks. The bank statement 
showed an expansion in the daily loan 
averages of $11,792,200, although the 
actual loan increase on Friday night 
had reached only $1,672,400. ‘The in- 
crease of $17,518,000 in the loan account 
of the trust companies seems to have: 
been taken over from the banks during 
the week in connection with bond flo- 
tations. The relief afforded to the bank- 
ing position finds reflection in the rise 
of $1,248,360 in the actual surplus On 
Friday night compared with the de- 
crease of $1,094,625 in that item shown 
by the computation by averages.

The deolaration of a state 
of siege will be made, and then a proc- 
lamation of martial law, followed by 
the imprisonment of all suspécted of 
participation in the revolutionary move- 
ment. After an examination of wit- 
nesses concerning the complicity of the 
sultan, the Shiek-Ul-Islam will be or- 
dered to issue a sacred edict, setting 
forth whether the sultan has proved 
himself unworthy to occupy the throne, 
because of his having broken the re- 
ligious law, which resulted in the kill- 
ing of believers and injury to the prin- 
ciples of Islam. 


A dispatch to the Lokal Anseiger from 
Constantinople says that the young 
Turk officers are endeavoring to induce 
the storekeepers to reopen. According 
to the leaders of the constitutionalists, 
the entire trouble will be settled within 
a fortnight. The population, however, 
fear further trouble. rie 

Firing is heard on the hills behind the 
Yildiz palace, whither a portion of the old 
garrison has retired with a quantity of 
ammunition. A white flag {fs still flying 
on the garrison, which the troops have 
not yet occupied, although they com- 
mand every point of vantage. 

A dispatch to the same paper from 
Pera gays that bread and milk and other 
supplies are very scarce, as the occupy- 


ing army has requisitioned nearly .every-

. DEPOSITION OF THE SULTAN 


DECIDED ON 


BY YOUNG TURKS: 


Washington, April 24.—The following 
is the official version of today’s devel- 
opments at Constantinople, as received 
by the Turkish embassy here from tee 
foreign office at Constantinople late this 
afternoon: 

The Second and Third army corps en- 
tered Constantinople and occupied all 
the barracks, most of which surrender- 
ead without“resistance. There were rel- 
atively few victims. Order and security 
perfect. 

The houses and foreign missions (em- 
baseies, legations, etc.), and the banks, 
as well as hotels, are guarded by th 
military, so that there is safety in the 
town. These measures were only taken 
fer precaution, 

Miss Mary Custis Lee, mentioned in 
Constantinople dispatches today as be- 
mg among the Americans who are now 
in Constantinople, is a daughter of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee, and was born in 
the mansion at Arlington, Va. She sail- 
ed from this country more than a year 


ago.

Relatives in Alexandria, Va. were not 
aware that she was in Turkey. The 
early part of the winter she was in 
Egypt, whence she went to Greece. For 
the past thirty years Miss Lee has been 
a traveler, mostly ‘alone. 

Frank G. Carpenter, of Washington, 
who, with his wife and daughter, are 
aiso in the Turkish capital, is a _well- 
known newspaper. syndicate writer. He 
has been in the Holy Land and ‘planned 
to arrive at Constantinople yesterday 
and remain until May 6. 

Dispatches from Ambassador Leisch- 
man, received this afternoon, says a 
wound gustained by an American corre- 
sp®m sent, Frederick’ Moore, formerly of 
New Orleans, at Constantinople, is not 
considered dangerous. The ambassador 
says he managed to have Moore trans- 
ported through the firing line, and the 
wounded man ts resting comfortably in 
the @rench - hospital. Mr. Leischman 
adds that the American embassy is well 
protected by a guerd of soldiers detail- 
ed by the commanding officer of the in- 
vading force. 


RUSSIA TO PROTECT 
AMERICAN CITIZENS

Washington, April 24.—Russia has respond- 
ed promptiy to an implied request of the 
American government that its military forces 
about to enter Persia for the vicinity of 
Tabriz safeguard the lives and interests of 
American citizens by giving assurance that 
ghe will take al! possible, measures for the 
protection of foreigners. The proposed ex- 
pedition is about to start from the frontier.

Tabriz, April 94.—The situation here is ser{- 
ous.

Rome, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—One of 
the most timely speeches delivered at

Cripple Georgia Factories. 
Further on, Governor-elect Brown 
said: “I do not, by any means. charge 
the governor with hostility to Georgia 
capital or labor. but in hig lack of 
knowledge of the real conditions. he is 
asking the railroad commissian to crip- 
ple oyr interior manufacturing estab- 
lishments by increasing the ability of 


the eastern manufacturers to compete ' 


with them at their very doors even in 
upper Georgia.” 

Towards the close of his speech. the 
governor-elect, declaring the vort rates 
would cripple Georgia factories. said:

It is Governor Smith's ominion that 
there is a decided differ@a® between 
the attitude of Chairman McLendon in 
Attention was called

from the chairman’s 1906 view of port 
rates to which Governor Smith re- 
ferred in his letter of February 20, last, 
asking the railroad commission to take 
under consideration the matter of port 
rates:

This 
is the rate charged the farmers of 
Washington county for their cotton 
shipments to the porte, and yet they 
have been told that nobody was inter- 
ested in port rates except Atlanta.” 

Hin Latest Statement. 

Now Chairman McLendon’s most re- 
cent statement relative to port rates on 
cotton is an exhaustive argument’ going 
to show that in other cotton states, with 
advantages similar to those of Geor- 
gia, the rates to the ports are higher 
than they are in this state. 

The conclusion is, of course, that the 
Georgia rates should not be lowered,

Had Hoped for Better Things. 

There is no doubt about the fact that, 
in view of the chairman's statement of 
1906, Governor Smith had hoped for 
better things. 

In February the governor asked the 
commission to take hold of the matter 
‘of port rates, mentioning certain com- 
modities in particular. 

On April 19. with two months of his 
‘term still before him, he wrote to the 
commission asking a & per cent reduc- 
“tion in the rate on cotton to the ports, 

Here is the letter which he wrote the 
commission on the. subject: 

“Atianta, Ga., April 19, 1909.—To the 
Chairman and Members of the Railroad 
Commission, Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
As within a few days you will cofsider 
the reduction of rates to and from the 
ports, I desire to bring to your attention 
@specially the rates on cotton from in- 
terior points to the ports of Georgia. 

‘T believe that a reduction of at least 
5 cents (5c) a hundred pounds on the 
charges for hauling cotton from all in- 
terior points to the ports of Georgia 
would be equitable and fair, and I sug- 
gest that it be made. 

“I present this matter to your atten- 
tion at the present time that the cotton 
rate may be included in your investiga- 
tion, and the railroadg receive due 
notice. 

“You will remember that the bill 
passed in 1907 places the duty upon the 
railroad commission of remodeling rates 
at their own initiative, and the petition 
of no citizen is necessary for the pur- 
pose of causing action from the com- 
mission. Very respectfully, 

. “(Signed) HOKE SMITH, 

“Governor.” 
What Will the Governor Dot 

There seems to be a feeling in cer- 
tain quarters, in view of what has gone 
before, that the chairman's attitude Is 
unkind, to say the least. 

Question naturally arises as to what 
Governor Smith will do if the chairman, 
persiating in his present view of the 
matter, should vote against the reduc- 
tion in the cotton rate. 

He has taken the position, it is pointed 
out, that the governor has the right to 
suspend a member of the railroad com- 
mission who runs counter to the inter- 
ests of the people. 

It was charged that Commissioner 
Brown's suspension was due in part, at 
least, to the governor's view that that 
commissioner’s actions were not in ac- 
cord with the public interest. 

Will Governor Smith follow up the 
precedent he has set and also suspend 
Chairman McLendon? 

Some of those who have watched the 
situation think such a course possible. 

Others take a totally different view of 
it, and say that he is not going to take 
any more chances in the matter of mak- 
ing governors of Georgia. 

A friend of Governor Smith's quotes 
him as having said in this connection 
that he did not propose to make any 
more governors. 

Not the First Time. 

[Tt is also reported that this is not the 
first time that the ohairman of the rail- 
road commission has run counter to the 
governor's wishes. 

It is said that when the railroads in- 
creased the rates on grain, hay, flour 
and provisions from Ohio river points 
into southern and southeastern terri- 
tory on August |, 1908, Governor Smith 
was anxious and insistent that the rall- 
road commission should join in the fight 
elong with the Georgia merchants 
against the increases, and give the 
state’s official backing to their cause. 

It is reported that this matter came 
up for consideration on two occasions 
in the commission, and the first time the 
commission’s vote was three to one 
against taking a hand in the fight. 

Subsequently, it is said, the matter 
was reopened and the commission voted 
three to two in favor of going into court 
against the increases. ) 

4 Report has it that Chairman MoLen- 
don was consistently and persistently 

d to the commission's taking a 
hand in this fight, and was one of those 
who voted against it on both occasions. 

It looks, therefore, as if there had been 
previous divergence of views between 
the governor and the chairman. 

Under the circumstances the outcome 
of the contest will be watched with no 
small interest. 

It will be recalled that Chairman Mc- 
Lendoh was appointed a member of the 
commission by the governor to succeed 
Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown, who 
was suspended about two months before 
the expiration of his term. 

The chairman had also been elected 

y the people for a six-year term. It 
was at Governor Smith's instance that 
he was made chairman of the commis-

cents, from Savannah to Atlanta. To 
meet the Vermont marble moving with 
accelerated momentum on these rates, 
if they had been made, it would have 
become necessary to reduce the rate 
from Tate to Atlanta, on Georgia mar- 
ble, 12 cents.

“I will state frankly that I am un- 
Willing to ruin the investor who plants 
his money in a factory in interior 
Géorgia: I am unwilling to reduce the 
Georgia laborer to beggary, or to send 
him to another state, or to the country 
to compete with the farmer; I am un- 
willing to destroy a nearby market for 
the Georgia farmer by shutting down a 
factory whose employees now purchase 
their food supplies from the farmer.

g0ods. His basis would be the fac- 
tory price plus the ocean rate and 
“port rate.” With this plan made 
possible because of the “port rate,’ 
these and all other eastern manu- 
facturers would each naturally ask, 
“Why should I allow the Georgian a 
commission on my goods when I can 
reach the consumerf direct?” Do 
you say they would not do thie? 

“I answer that when I. was in 
New York in the summer of 1906, a 
prominent business man told me that 
had the “port rates” been put in, his 
people were going to @o that very 
thing, competing with the home job- 
ber or manufacturer. And, referring 
to a candidate’s claim in 1905-06 that 
the “port rates” would allow ship- 
‘pers to choose their own ships, he 
sajd that the big factories and job-

“*I have scarcely touched upon the 
rim of the ruin which the “port 
rate” plan holds for our manufac- 
turers and jobbers and their thou- 
sands of employees. Suffice it to 
Say that, if made effective, it is 
pregnant with more pernicious cer- 
tainties of calamity ot Georgia's com- 
mercial life than any other measure 
put forward in my generation.’ 

Means Disaster te Rome. 
“Permit me to state just here to you 
who gre citizens of Rome, that in the 
letter recently written which asks the 
railroad commission to reduce the rates 
from Georgia ports to Rome and -other 
Georgia interior cities on goods manu- 
factured in the east, there is no request 
made for a reduction from Rome to 
other Georgia interior cities on like ar- 
ticles manufactured in Rome. For ex- 
amples, it asks that Savannah's rates 
to Cordele.

LIKENESS OF DAVIS. | 
‘OWSILVER SERWCE 
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Presentation Will Occur June 
1 at Natchez—Service Con- 
sists of Sixty-Two Pieces, 
Costing Over $7,000. 


‘Washington, April 24.—More attention 
has been attracted to the coming presen- 
tation of the magnificent silver service 
to be given by the state of Mississippi 
on June i to the gigantic battleship 
bearing that name than has attended 
simflar ceremonies in years, in which 
the older ships of the navy have figured. 
This unusual notice is generally re 
garded as being due to the extraordi- 
nary interest which the citizens of the 
state have given to the event, and to 
the proposed trip of the Migsissippi up 
the “‘Pather of Waters” to Natchez. 

The designer’s work on the sixty-two 
Pieces composing this elaborate service, 
was finished some time ago, but the 
manufacturers are wo g over time 
at the establishment in Philadelphia, 
where the service is being made, in 
order to haye it completed in time to 
accommodate the officials tn charge of 
the presentation. 

The sixty-two pfeces are to cost $7,- 
200. The main utensil will be a punch 
bowl of geven and a half gallons capac- 
ity. It wil lbe elaborately decorated, 
and will bear on one side of it an etch- 
ing of the new. Mississippi, and on the 
other an etching of the old Mississippi. 
The contrast between the wooden ship 
that did vailiant service in her day and 
her wonderful steel successor that could 
easily destroy a fleet of vessels like the 
old Mississippi, igs brought out in this 
etching in a striking way. 

Likeness of Jefferson Davis, 

The design which has caused the most 
comment, however, is that to be found 
On the centerpiece of the eet. It is the 
one which bears a likeness of Jefferson 
Davis, the famous Mississippien, who 
was elected president of the Confed- 
erate States of America, and served his 
state in distinguished capacities. On.one 
side of the centerpiece is to be an etch- 
ing of ‘“‘Beauvoir,”’ the home of the late 
Mr. Davis. Beneath this is to be 
etched a Whst in medallion relief of Mr. 
Davis in citizens’ costume. On the op- 
posite side is Heing etched a represen- 
tation of the old capital at Jackson, 
while beneath it will be placed a bust 
of De Soto, the Spaniard who discov- 
ered the Mississippi river. 

In @he original design the buat of De 
Soto was placed under the etching of 
“Beauvoir.” Inasmuch as there was 
nothing in the design under the etch- 
ing of the capitol, its symmetry was im- 
perfect. At the suggestion of Mr. Eu- 
nice Milter Lockwood, of Mississippi, 
the head of the committee of design, a 
change was made. The picture of Mr. 
Davis, as he was accustomed to appear 
at his home during the latter years of 
hie life, was placed under “Beauvoir.” 
and the De Soto medallion was trans- 
ferred to the opposite side. 

First French Settelment. 

The large waiter in which the punch 
bow], will be placed will bear an etch- 
ing representing the first French set- 
tlement. at Biloxi in 1699. The waiter 
of the water pitcher will have an etch- 
ing representing the advent of the 
American flag at Natchez in 1797. An- 
other large piece, to be added to the 
service. will bear the etching of the 
discovery of the Mississippi. This etch- 
ing will be a reproduction of the large 
painting in the corridor ‘of the house of 
representatives in the national capitol, 
showing De Soto advancing to strike 
the waters with his sword. The other 
piece in the set will be adorned yith 
many minor designs and emblems, 
some representing historical evetns. 

In presentinga silver service to the 
Mississippi, the state is following the 
precedent estab§ished years ao. Only 
ten states have falled to present the of- 
ficers of the ships named after them 
with a silver service, although in many 
instances the state legislatures have 
not made appropriations for that pur- 
pose, as was the case in Mississippi, 
but patriotic citizens in the various 
commonwealths have raised large sums 
to buy the service. The states which 
have not given services are Massachu- 
setts, Idaho, Kansas, Minnesota, Ne- 
braswa, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
North Carolina and West Virginia. 

The amount spent for this purpose by 
the various states has varied from 
$1,000 to $25,000. The most costly ser- 
vice was that presented by the state 
of Pennsylvania, whose legislature spent 
$25,000 for the purpuse. The Maine is 
particularly proud of its service, be- 
cause it belonged to the Maine that 
went down in Havana harbor. 

Value of Services Presented. 

The value of the various services pre- 
sented by the states, or its citizens, to 
the ships in the navy is as follows: 

Alabama, 83,200; California, 66,000; 
Colorado, $5,000; Connecticut, ; 
Georgia, $10,000; Indiana, $9,02!; lowa, 
$5,000; Illinois, $6,000; Kentucky, $%6,- 
$1,025; 
(Missouri, $10,000; Montana, $5,600; New 
York, @10,000; Oregon $i, ; Ohio, $7,- 
000; Pennsylvania, $25,000; Rhode Is- 
land, $7,660; Gouth Dakota, : 
Texas, $3,026; Tennessee, $6,000; 
mont, $6,721; Virginia, $6,000; Washing- 
ton, $6,500; Wisconsin, $6,600. 

From this it will be seen that the 
service which the battleship Mississippi 
will poseess will compare most favorably 
with those to be found on any vessel 
in the American mavy. Not only is 
the Mississippi to receive a silver ser- 
vice, but’ there will be presented to her 
officers two handsome silver candela- 
bras by the Daughters of the American 
| Revolution in Mississippi. The service 
will be accepted on behalf of the officers 
of the Mfssissippi by Captain John C. 
Fremont. Comment has been made that 
it will be the son and namesake of the 
first candidate for president of the re- 
publican party who will accept the pres- 
ent of the state of Mississippi on Be- 
half of the battleship.

“Bar- 
rington,” who has posed here as a mem- 
ber of the British nobility, had been 
befriended by the man he killed, and 
on his trial the facts in his career were 
brought out to show that he had been 
@ private in the English army, and had 
served terms in severa! foreign prisons. 

The MoCann murder five years ago

developed into a case of international 
importance. McCann, who was a wealthy 
horseman, disappeared one night, and 
F’. Seymour: Barrington, who posed as 
an English lord, was arrested, as last 
seen with the missing man. 

McCANN’S BODY FOUND. 

The day the police released Barring- 
ton clever newspaper work 4iscovered 
McCann's body in an abandoned stone 
quarry, a bullet through his head. The 
widow identified the badly decomposed 
remains by scars, and a dentist by a 
bridged. tooth. 

Barrington, rearrested as he was leav- 
ing town, tried to throw away some- 
thing, It caught on the mud guard of 
the patrol wagon, and was identified ae 
McCann’s Masonic watch charm. He 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to 
death, after being identified as Barton, 
a famous English crook. Later Gov- 
ernor Folk commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment, after the English 
government took his case to the United 
States supreme court. 

Barrington came to St. Louis before 
the world’s fair, and was received in 
certain flashy circles, marrying Miss 
Her 
brother discovered that he was an im- 
poster and threw him out of the house. 
The police arrested him and sent him 
to the working house, where he served 
a year. He was released by pardon 
and McCann took him w his home, gave 
him money and clothes and: fed him. 
When McCann disappeared, in June, 
1903, Barrington told Mrs. McCann that 
her husband was in trouble, and had 
to leave town, but that she wag to give 
him (Barrington) mone yto send to the 
missing man. It was this that turned 
suspicion to him. Later witnesses were 
found who saw McCann out with Bar- 
rington in the vicinity of the puarry 
the night the former disappeared, and 
who saw Barrington return along .the 
following morning.

Hide and Leather Manufac- 
turers of Middle West 
Take Action. 


Chicago, April 24.—Resolutions pro- 
testing against @ duty on hides and 
leather were adopted at a mass meet- 
ing of representatives of hide and 
leather manufacturers of the middle 
west here today. Copies of the protest 
were ordered sent direct to President 
Taft, Speaker Cannon and Senators 
Cullom and Aldrich. 

A committee was selected to go to 
Washington to impress upon the presi- 
dent and members of congress the dan- 
gers to be encountered in Placing a 
duty on hides. ‘ 

In the resolutions adopted by 
leather men was the following: 

“There are but two reasons for a 
tariff—one is to raise revenue; the other 
is to afford protection to an infant in- 
dustry. The hide tax evidently was not 
intended to produce revenue, and the 
slightest investigation will demonstrate 
that the infant it protects has grown 
to a lusty giant. 

“For some years the packers have 
been gradually working the business of 
buying and selling country hides, so 
that in time they may control the en- 
tire supply as they now contro! the 
supply of packer hides. With the packe 
ers in complete domination of all do- 
mestic raw material for making leather 
and a tariff to keep out foreign hides, 
there can be no hope for expansion of 
our export trade in shoes and harness, 
which is the only salvation of our 
meerneee from the evils of over-produc- 
tion.” ’

To show the 
world that Kentuckians believe in jus- 
tice; that they do not approve the ac- 
tion of Willson in pardoning the mur- 
dGerers before a trial, and to show why 
there is such a thing as mob law.” 

The effigy was out down during the 
day and placed on exhibition at a local 
newspaper Office. 

Youtagy Asks for Pardon. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 24.—‘I am as 
much entitled to a pardon as those 
'men,” said Henry Youtsey last night 
when he was told that Governor Will- 
son had pardoned the six men accused 
of the murder of Goebel. Youtsey 
read the story of the pardon to the 
aecused men carefully and then said: 

“I think I ought to be pardoned, too. 
I think that something ought to be 
done for me at once. I would not crft- 
icise the governor for granting the par- 
dons, for I am gelad that he did it and 
am gled that the cases are never to be 
tried again. It was a fearful strain 
On my nerves to tetsify in those cases 
and get before a jury and the court 
room full of persons and tell the hor- 
rible story, especially when I was in- 
volved in it. The three trials have made 
my wife a nervous wreck and she never 
will be well again. I am not. well, 
either, and my condition physically is 
bad. I think that I am as much en- 
titled to a pardon as were Taylor and 
Finley, and if they were turned loose I 
ought to be,” 

Youtsey told of how he had begun 
business life with bright prospects, had 
graduated in the same law class with 
Congressman Longworth, and then had 
fallen into politics, and ended in the 
penitentiary. It is probable that Yout- 
sey will make application for a pardon. 


Taylor and Finley Hejoice. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 24.—The par- 
don of former Governor W. 8S. Taylor 
and former Secretary of State Charles 
Finley by Governor Willison, of Ken- 
tucky. last night, has caused great re- 
joicing, not only with the two men who 
have been exiled from their homes for 
nine years, but to their friends and fam- 
ilies. The exile of former Governor 
Taylor has practically meant a similar 
hardship for his family. To Mr. Finley 
the pardon meant an opportunity to 
visit his aged father and mother and 
care for them in their old age. 

Mr. Finley expects to return to his 
home in Kentucky, but Mr. Taylor says 
he does not intend to return immedi- 
ately, and if he goes back to his former 
home it will only be for a visit. He 
intends to remain in Indianapolis and 
care for a good law practice which he 
has established here. 

Friends gathered at the Taylor home 
in North Delaware street last night to 
congratulate Mise Anna Taylor, the 
former governor's eldest daughter, upon 
the pardon of her father. 

The news is almost too good to be 
true, she said: 

‘tT have always longed to go back to 
Kentucky to the old home. Of course, 
since the death of my mother it would 
not be the same, but there is no spot 
in the world like one's native state. I 
don’t know about going back to Ken- 
tucky. I shall go wherever my father 
goes.” 

Taylor Won't Live in Kentucky. 

“TI may return to Kentucky for a visit,”’ 
said Mr. Tavlor, ‘“‘but probably will not 
remain there. I do not believe that 
I have a personal enemy in the state, 
and in my judgment I couwld go back 
there without fear of personal vio- 
lence.”’ 

Mr. Taylor's home is at Morgantown, 
Ky. His wife died in Indianapolie in 
1901. 

Mr. Finley expects to return to his 
home at Williamsburg within a week. 
There a paternal welcome awaits him. 

“If ever there was a time when a son 


care that is their due, that time has 
been in’ my life during the last nine 
years,” said he. “My ambition is to re- 
turn to them and do what I should have’ 
done during these nine years." 

Since the filght from Kentucky in 
1900, former Governor Taylor has not 
been out of Indiana.

With Brandenberg Was Little 
Stepson Taken From Grand- 
mother in St. Louis—Bran- 
denberg Denies He “‘Faked”’ 
the Cleveland Articl 


San Francisco. April 24.—Broughton 
Prandenberg, novelist and magazine 
_Writer, who'’was arrested here last 
right as a fugitive from justice in New 
York, told a thrilling tale today of his 
experiences while trying to dodge the 
police during the last three months. 

Brandenburg told how. at Harfring- 
ton, Del., posing as:Dr. Carl Rheinder. 
a German automobile:agent, and also as 
a@ physician, he became popular in &s0- 
tliety. He also told how, in Bridgeville, 
a iittle town near by, he managed a 
pool room, of which the town was try- 
ine to rid itself and then becoming 
. involved in a shooting affair which led 
to a feud. He described narrow escapes 
in New York and elsewhere, how later 
he kidnaped his small stepson, James 
Cabanne, from the child's grandmother's 
home in St. Louis, and spirited the lit- 
tle one away \in a wicker basket. 

“T have been\arrested so many 
@uring the last three months,” said 
Brandenherge in;sthe city prison, “that 
this is a rather familiar situation. Cnly 
the knowledge'thatsI.am right has sus- 
tained me. . 

Took Boy :Withi Wife’s Consent. 

“ “My wife, who is: in ‘New York, knows 
all @bout my\predfament, dnd when 1 
took her aig Baa the. home of — his 
grandmother I acted} with her authority. 
JT had learned that‘! he was not heing 
properly cared for And we determined, 
handicapped as.I was. to take him to 
California. whither Mrs. Brandenbere 
Was to go as svenias possible to join 
us. 

“I found the boy 
fleighborhood of Mrs, Cavanne’s house 
and he agreed with me that it would 
be best for him to go where he couie 
be with those who loved him.

FERTILIZER TAK 
‘BEING WATCHED 


‘Democrats Will Fight Tar- 
iff on Ingredients. 


‘Every Effort of Republicans to 
Tax Materials Used in Man- 
ufacture of Fertilizers to Be 
Opposed—Georgia Big Usez 


of, Commercial Fertilizers. 


By JOHN CORRIGAN, JR. 

Washington, April _24.—(Special.)—TPhe 
fate of commercial fertilizers and the 
various ingredients which enter into 
the manufacture of fertilizers has not 
yet been settled by the tariff makers. A 
persistent and determined fight will be 
made by the democratic senators to in- 
sure these products being retained on 
the free list. They are more interested 
than the senators from any other sec- 
tion of the country, as the south uses 
more fertilizer -than any other section. 
The advocates of free potash salts. 
sulphate of ammonia and other articles 
used in making fertilizers point out 
that practically all other countries ad- 
mit “guanos, manures and all = sub- 
stances used only ’for manure” free of 
duty, and that the:United States should 
comtinue to do so. While Canada levies 
a duty on mixed fertilizers, she admits 
fertilizer chemicals duty free. Sulphate 
of ammonia, which is the chemtcal rich- 
est in nitrogen used in making fertil- 
izers, is subject, under the Dingley law, 
to a duty of $6 per ton. This chemical, 
under the Payne bill, was finally put 
on the free list. 


Georgia Uses Much Fertilizer. 

The importance of this subject wi!! be 
readily realized when it Is recalled that 
Georgia consumed in 1908 800,000 tons 
of fertilizer, requiring 32,000,000 . of 
nitrogen, worth $6,400,000. The south 
consumed in the same year, chiefly tn 
the production of cotton, 1,500,000 tons 
of mixed and unmixed fertillger, wortn 
at least $12,000,000. Other great staple 
crops, such as the cereals, hay, tobacco 
and vegetables, consumed an almost in- 
credible amount of nitrogen. It is 
stated that of the 4,000,000,000 bushels 
of cereals raised in [908, each bushel 
contained approximately one pound of 
nitrogen. No material part of this was 
returned to the soil. ° 

In opposition to the proposal to tax 
these chemicals it Is pointed out that the 
fertilizer business has been built*up on 
a free trade basis and the chemical 
companies submit that it ig inconsist- 
ent, if not unfair, to admtt mixed fer- 
tilizers free and tax chemicals used in 
their preparation if brought in separ- 
ately. They insist that in the interest 
of economic agriculture, fertilizer chem- 
icals should be admitted tree of duty. 
The chemical men declare, “If agricul- 
ture is the foundation of our prosperity, 
then fertilizer is its cornerstone. 
should encourage the gathering and {m- 
portation of plant food from all sources, 
both foreign and domestic.’ 

Consolidating Health Bureaus. 

President Taft’s move towards the 
consolidation in one bureau 6f all 
branches of the government work look- 
ing towards the conservation of the 
national health, has called forth hearty 
approval. It is being commended in let- 
ters from physicians in all parts of the 
country. 

One of the most notable comments so 
far received was that containeg in a 
letter from Nathan Straus, the widely 
known New York philanthropist, whose 
work to secure Pasteurizeq milk for the 
children of the poor in that great city, 
has commended him as one of the most 
practical philanthropists of the day. Mr. 
Straus was president of the Democratic 
Business Mep's League in the last cam- 
paign. 

The president’s action in directing Sur- 
geon General Wyman, of the Marine 
hospital service, to draft a plan by 
which this work could best be done un- 
der national ‘supervision is said by Mr. 
Straus to be “an act of far-reaching ef- 
fect,. ang of incalcuable importance to 
the people.’’ 

He recaiis the fact that the public 
health service has practically extermi- 
nated yellow fever and the bubonic 
plague, and that the enginers of the 
war department have demonstrated to 
the world the value of the modern sci- 
ence of sanitation, while the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor has, by its 
activity, prevented the importation of 
diseases by immigrants. He also re- 
ferred to Dr. Wiley’s work in enforcing 
the pure food laws. 

Mr. Straus believes that the decline in 
the birth rate in America and the ad- 
mitted shortage of 26,000,000 births in 
the past century, is a further urgent 
reason for the executive instruction to 
Dr. Wyman.

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PELLAGRA IS INTERESTING 
NATIONAL HEALTH BUREAU 
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Washington, April 24.—(8pecial.)— 
In view of the outbreak of pellagra in 
Atlanta, and reports of the existence of 
this disease.in other parts of the south, 
Surgeon C. H. ‘Lavinder, of the public 
health and marine hospital service, may 
be detailed to makéwa speciai investiga- 
tion of conditions in the south bearing 
upon this malady. 

The advisory committee of the hygien- 
fe laboratory is considering this step. 
Dr. Lavinder is an authority on-pellagra 
and last year prepared, under the drec- 
tion of the surgeon general, a brief re- 
port on this highly fatal disease. In 
,,this report Dr. Lavinder acknowledged 
his obligation to Dr. H. F. Harris, of 
the Georgia state board of heatth. 

He states that Dr. Harris reported the 
first case of the disease in the United 
States, exclusive of Gherwell's note of 
the appearance of this disease in 4a 
Sailor aboardship in New York. These 
two cases were reported in 1902. 

Dr. George Searcy, tn 1907, described 
an. epidemic. of pellegra accurring in the 
Mt. Vernon. Insane hospital. -There 
were 88 cases, and §7 deaths. He stated 
that a few cases of this disease had 
been noted there as long ago as /90l, 
but its true character had not been 
recognized. He said that later other 
cases of this disease were recognized in 
the hospital for the insane at Tusca- 
loosa.

ture from America.

maize. It usually appears among the 
poorer classes of the people, who use 
corn as one of the main articles of 
food. This theory is strengthened by 
the fact that In countries where pellagra 
has made its most serious ravages, the 
corn is usually of very poor quality. 
While poverty, hygienic conditions, alco- 
holism and other excesses exert.wan in- 
fluence, it is gaid they are are only pre- 
disposing causes. However, severai vuyp- 
servers declare that alcohol distii-d 
from spolled maize may contain this 
poison. ‘ 

é Disease Not Contagious, 

The disease is not contagious, and the 
sick may aasociate intimately and free- 
ly with the well. If spoiled maize is 
not eaten, the disease does not occur. 


Pellagra usually mainfests itself early 
's the spring. <A patient may have suf- 
vred with the disease for several years 
and still be in the firs stage, while an- 
siher, after a less length of suffering, 
nay be in the third or last stage.

Director of Census Has 
Offended Secretary Nagel 


Chief of Department of Com- 
merce and Labor Goes to 
Taft and Makes Complaint 
About North — North Has 
Violated Executive Order. 


Washington, April 24.—Secretary Na- 
gel. of the department of commerce 
and labor, called at the white house 
today and discussed with President 
Taft the status of S. N. D. North, direc- 
tor of the census. Neither the presi- 
dent nor the cabinet officer would dis- 
cuss the case in any way, but it was 
said in administration circles that there 
has been serious differences of opinion 
which have arisen between him and the 
secretary of the department. under 
which his bureau serves. 

One of the allegations is that Direc- 
tor North, in violation of an executive 
order, appeared before the census com- 
mittee of the senate without permis- 
sion from his superior and offered tes- 
timony in contradiction of the repre- 
sentations made to that committee at 
the direction of Seeretary Nagel, but 
there have been no charges toucbing 
his integrity or the morality of the 
bureau. — 

The work of taking the next census 
will probably begin on April 1!5, 1910, 

About 64,000 enumerators will be em- 
ployed in gathering the information 
called for in the bill. The director of 
the censug will have the appointment 
of the supervigors. who will have 
Charge of the work throughout the 
country. There will be something like 
330 of these supervisors, one being al- 
lowed to each congressiona) district, 
except in the large cities like New, York 
and Chicago, where there are several] 
congressional! districts. There will be 
but one supervisor for each of these 
cities. 

The salaries to be paid supervisors is 
$1,500, with an additional allowance for 
each 1,000 persons enumerated. It is 
probable that the salary will continue 
for two or three years. Each enumera- 
tor will be paid 2 cents per capita.

Evidences of Negro Dying 
From Blow on Head. 


Edgar Turner, a negro, who was sent }’ 


to the insane asylum at Milledgeville, 
died at that institution, and when his 


dead body came back to Atlanta it 
bore certain marks’ which caused Dr. 
8. W. Arrowood to believe that the ne- 
gro met a violent heath. Dr, Arrowood 
says he tried to get the coroner ‘to 
hold an inquest and failed. He says 
he believes the matter should be inves- 
tigated, as there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the man did not die a natural 
death. He thinks the state authorities 
should look inte the matter, and asks 
the question why no official report of 
the negro’s death was made. 

Turner was sent to the asylum March 
22, 1909. Three weeks later his body 
was shipped to Atlanta, and when the 
coffin was opened, according to the 
statement of Dr. Arrowood, there were 
evidences of a severe blow on the head, 
which probably caused the negro’s death, 

Since Dr. Arrowood has made the mat- 
ter public, the state authorities will 
probably look into the affair at once. 
Dr. Arrowood’'s statement follows; 


Dr. Arroweood’s Statement. 


“Editor Constitution: On March 22, 
1909, Edgar Turner, colored, of 260 Con- 
ley street, was sent to the state asylum 
at Milledgevilie, having been adjudged 
insane. Within three weeks thereafter 
his dead body was shipped to his wife 
in Atlanta. 

‘When the coffin was opened here, it 
was found, to the surprise of all, that 
he did not die of a natural cause, but 
had been killed by a severe lick upon 
the head. 

“This blow had cut the scalp and had 
broken the skull. Three fingers upon 
his hand were also lacerated and one 
broken. Besides, it is said, his chest 
and shoulder had the appearance otf 
having been scalded, 

“The question is, what caused the 
death of this insane man? Is it not the 
duty of the officers at the asylum to 
make a report of the facts to the or- 
dinary? Should this death be covered 
up and the family and authorities left 
in tgnorance of the affair? Who is to 
blame in this matter? * Why is the re- 
port withheld?

Thousands of Refugees. 

There are 18,000 refugees in Adana 
@nd Tarsus and 3,000 at Mersina, 
Marash and ‘Aintavareq, but conditions 
@t Hadjin are becoming critical. A 
messenger dispatched for relief by Miss 
Lambert, the American missionary, who, 
two days ago, sent an appeal to Con- 
Stantinople, has been killed in the 
streets. A second messenger, a soldier, 
Was shot at. The Vali has given assur- 
ances of the safety of the Americans. 

Conditions at Alexandretta are un- 
changed. Beilan and Dortyole are hold- 
ing out. An appeal for help has been 
igsued Byom Latakia, as the mob is 
Mearing that «city, and the American 
Property is threatened. Antioch is 
quiet. there being no Armenians left 
in that town. Disturbances have oc- 
curred in Beirut tonight. 

The body of Emir Mohammed Arsian, 
the deputy who was murdered recently 
at Constantinople, is due to arrive here 
by steamer tomorrow. Mohammedans 
Sre coming into Beirut today to resist 
the expected vengeance of the Druses 
tribesmen, the chief of which is Arsian’s 
father. These tribesmen come from 
Lebanon. They have concentrated their 
forces, and they are coming into town 
in large numbers. 

Danger of a Collision. 

Constantinople, April 24.—Ambassador 
Leishman received a telegram today 
from the American‘ consul at Beirut, G. 
B. Ravndal, setting forth the danger of 
@ collision tomorrow between Moham- 
medans and the Mruses tribesmen. In 
Teply the ambassador suggested that a 
message be sent to the father of the 
late Deputy Arsian telling him of the 
success of the liberal forces here, and 
Suggesting that vengeance be left to 
the government. M. Bustony,; a deputy 
from Beirut and the only Christidn 
member of parliament, also has sent a 
message to his people in which he ur- 
gently advocated any measure to pre- 
vent a clash.

Perhaps the most remarkable feature 
of the attack upon thé city was the 
great number of people of different na- 
tionalities, including many Eurdpedns, 
who thronged the streets immediately 
outside of the zone of the firing. Every- 
body showed that/confidence had beet 
inspired by the discipline, valor and 
friendly courtesy of the invading troops, 
particularly the gendarmeés of Saloniki, 
Thousands Killed and Wounded. 
The number of casuaiiles probably will 
never be known, but is estimated 80 
far into the thousands. Around = the 
Taxim barracks, tH is estimated that a 
thousand or more men fell. The private 
houses’ within the line of fire suffered 


_greatly.\: One of the heaviest losses to 


the parliamentary forces occurred 
through the misuse of the white flag 
by the besieged Tasch Kischla bdar- 
racks. 

For more than an hour the .machine 
guns of the attacking party poured a 
hail of shots into the garrison, and 
then the defenders Hoisted the white 
flag. Infantry moved ferward in the 
open, and the gun fire was suspended. 
When the battalion was within 400 
yards of the barracks, the guns behind 
the walls opened up a deadly fire on 
them, 27 being kifed and 80 wounded. 

In one quarter, some 6,000 or 7,000 
troops were engaged in tne conflict, but 
with the terrific exchange of shots few 
non-combatants were killed. 

Gold in Pockets ef Dead. 

Half of the Saloniki chasseurs, whc 
were brought from the country districts 
several months. ago| and plac in the 
Yildiz garrison by the committee of 
union and progress, and who took 4 
promihent part in the recent mutiny, 
fell fighting in or near the barracks, 
where they murdered most of their of- 
ficefs only ten days ago. In the pock- 
ets of some of the aea@ were found 
large sums of money in gold, which, it 
ig assumed, were part of the price of 
their loyalty. 

The ambaseador, Mr. Leishman, (de- 
clared that the conduct of the Ameri- 
cans during the fighting and while. he 
was arranging to send them off on a 
steamer, was splendid. The men dis- 
played the keenest’ interest in the 
strange battle, and every woman. ex.~ 


fainting and no hysterics. 

At noon the battle ceased, and pre- 
cautionary measures were 
taken by those upon whom victory had 
rested to insure the safety of the resi- 
dents. No disorders of any kind oc- 
curred during the afternoon, and no 
looting was permitted. General satis- 
faction seemed to be felt at the swift 
change from uncertainty to conetitu- 
tional order. 

Only Nominal Office for Sultan. 

Should the sultan remain in office, it 
will merely be in a nominal way. His 
allowance will be greatly restricted and 
he will have no means (for (further 
agitation should his mind turn again in 
this direction. It is credibly reported 
that the sultan has distributed, within 
recent days, two million pounds Turk- 
ish, to the troops. The question of his 
deposition or his execution can hardly be 
considered a possibility. He has been 
tried, it is true, and condemned in the 
minds of the committee of union and 
progress. as untrustworthy, but it is 
authoritatively stated that he will be 
allowed to remain where he is for the 
present. 

Modern political ideas,. supported by 
an army of 30,000 from the European 
provinces, are opposed to his ruling, but 
the Asiatic provinces, backward and 
in the Mussulman faith, re- 
main yet to be reckoned with. 


Old Order May Have Another Chance. 
Even European Turkey has only a 
thin veneer of education and culture, 
and it is believed the old order is likely 
to have another chance before many 
months. ‘For the present the constitu- 
tionalists have won a clever victory, 
everything having been thought out and 
carried out so that tn the city of nearly 
1,500,000 people, order was maintained, 
while the most severe engagements were 
being fought in certain sections, and 
noncombatants were secure. 

The city was never before known to 
be so quiet as it is tonight, and it is 
generally believed that once the mili- 
tary situation is disposed of, an investi- 
gation will be made as to the authors 
of the recent events, and the. question 
of throne considered. It is intended to 
clear Constantinople of the entire old 
garrison, the majority of whom will 
be sent to Saloniki. Schefket Pasha 
came into the capital at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. He visited all the constitu- 
tional outposts and forces in the city, 
and was acclaimed and cheered wherever 
he went. 


Several Americans Wounded. 

Several Americans were wounded dur- 
ing the fighting, including Frederick 
Moore and Harry G. Dwight, both cor- 
respondents, and Alexander A. Gargullo, 
the first dragoman of the American em- 
bassy. Moore's wife, who is an Eng- 
lish woman, is caring for him at the 
French hospital. Rifaat Pasha, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, inquired person- 


jally of Ambassador Leishman regarding 


Moore's condition, and expressed regret 
that®an American should have been in- 
jured. 

Moore, at the time he was wounded, 
was watching the operations through a 
field glass. By his side stood a Greek 
taking photographs. The two men, prob- 
ably attracted the attention of the 
Turkish marksmen. The bullet. that 
passed throgh Moore's neck killed a 
native behind atm. 

Dwight, who is a magazine writer, 
was under fire for some time. He was 
shot while endeavoring to reach Con- 
Stantinople from a village a few miles 
/out, Finding the approaches to the city 
closed, he obtained a row boat and made 
his way down the Bosphorus, past the 
Yildiz Kiosk. The water round his boat 
was constantly splashed with spent bul- 
lets.

Fine View of Battle. 

A fine view was had of the engage- 
ment at the Tasch Kischla barracks 
from the roof garden of the German 
embassy. 

Dr. von Miguel, councillor of the em- 
bassy, and the military naval attaches 
were among those who witnessed the 
whole fight. | 

The 'Yildiz Kiosk was abeut 200 yards 
distant,;-and the barracks not more than 
500 yards. One side of the barracks 
was almost blown away. Not less than 
600 of the garrison finally retreated by 
the rear gates, dragging machine guns 
with them. They fought in the Turkish 


graveyard, which fronts the embassy, 
until fifty of them were killed and more 
than one hundred wounded. ‘Then they 
lately echoed thei gayeties, surrounded 
‘The troops who were made prisoners 
were taken under strong escort to the 
Stamboul war Office. As they: passed 
through the streets of Pera, which so 
lately echoed their gaieties, surrounded 
by dusty, sunburned Salonikin fighting 
men, they looked sullen and dejected, 
and seemed to resent deeply their defeat 
at the hands of fellow Moslems. 
Quick Fate for Mutineers., 
The people on the streets were im- 
pressed with the quick fate that had 


overtaken the mutineers. This conflict 
between Moslem and Mosiem has had a 
profound effect upon the Turkish people, 
and it is feared that it may become 
the seed of further trouble. 

Questioned as to why they fired upon 
the Salonikin soldiers, one of the pris- 
ohers replied that they had arms and 
would be cowards to surrender without 
a shot. Had not their officers hidden 
the keys to the store rooms where the 
guns and ammunition were kept, they 
would have made the Macedonian troops 
dance to a different tune. Apparently 
the officers in general made no effort to 
help the soldiers in revenge for their re- 
cent persecution, when it is estimated 
more than one hundred and fifty officers 
were Murdered py the men. 
RED-HANDED LOOTERS 

SUMMARILY SHOT DEAD 

London, April 24.—A special dispatch 
from Constantinople says that several 
looters were caught red-handed, and 
summarily executed. Street fighting, 
the dispatch says, by detached forces 
was general during the morning, and 
hand-to-hand encaunters were  fre- 
quent. At the Taxim barracks, where 
the loyalists offered such a stubborn 
resistance, the besiegers, after shelling 
the square, engaged the soldiers with 
ibayonets, and for a time the engage- 
ment was a series of hand-to-hand 
fights. 

Moore Native of New Orleans, 

New Orleans, April 24.—iNews of the 
wounding of Frederick Moore, the war 
correspondent, during the fighting 
around Constantinople, today was re- 
ceived with great regret in New Or- 
leans, where Moore was born about 3% 
years ago, and where he did his first 
newspaper work. His mother, Mrs. 
Frederick Moore, prominent in local art 
circles, resides in New Orleans with 
two other sons, 

Moore first came into prominence as 
a correspondent at the time of the Gal- 
veston flood. Later he left New Or- 
leans, ang after working in Washing- 
ton, New York and London, returned 
to this city about two’ years ago. He 
then entered Harvard university, but 
trouble in Morocco caused him to leave 
before completing the. special curse 
which he had planned to take. He mar- 
ried an English woman at Plymouth 
several years ago. Mrs. Moore was 
with him in Constantinople.

With the announcement of the gen- 
eral orders for the Memorial day pa- 
rade, issued by Brigadier General W. G. 
Obear, grand marshal of the day, is- 
sued yesterday, the final plang for that 
ipspiring southern observance for At- 
lanta was completed. The parade, 
which is to precede the annual oration 
at the cemetery, will be one of the 
most impressive which has ever moved 
through the streets of Atlanta on any 
April 26. 

On Saturday Mrs. W. D. Ellis, president 
of the Ladies’ Memorial Association of 
Atlanta, and a number of other prom- 
inent workers in this organization, went 
to the confederate cemetery in Oakland 
to see that all was in readiness for this 
occasion and to prepare wreaths for the 
adornment of each grave in the in- 
closure. 

Dr. Barrows Will Speak. 

The address this year ts to be deliv- 
ered by Dr. Lansing Burrows, now ot 
Americus, but formerly of Augusta and 
Nashville. and one of the most prom}- 
ment confederate speakers in the south. 
His address will be delivered about 3 
o'clock. He will be introduced by 
Captain R. E. Park, state treasurer of 
Georgia.

ON CHINESE WALL

iuondon, April 17.—(@pecial.)—Dr. W. |. 


Bdgar Geil, the American traveler and 
writer, has given to Reuter’s Agency 
gome particulars of an interesting jour- 
ney he has made along the whoie penigth 
of the Great Well of China. Dr. Geil 
has lately arrived in England from the 
Far ‘Hest, and expects to leave for the 
United States in a few days.. 

Discussing his expedition, 
gaid. “Traveling on mountain mules, 
we followed the wall for a distance 
of approximately 1,800 mites, starting at 
the seashore at Shanhaikwan, and fin- 
ighing at Kiayulkwn, on the Nan Shan 
range, on the northern border of Tibet. 
We found roughly 200 miles of the Great 
Wall so far unmapped. This section 
ls a loop wall running from the east 
and west line of the Great Wiall near 
the city of Liang Chau. On the great- 
er portion of this gection no mason- 
ry now remains, but there are massive 
towers of earthen core. I am satis- 
fied that there are at least ten great 
walle wpart from that which is known as 
the Great Wall of China, 

“At one point we heard of a race of 
Qhinese pigmies, and the investigations 
I wae enabled to make tended to con- 
firm the reports we received. It is said 
that the ancestors of these people, who 
live in the mountains, were driven 
there when the wall was building, hav- 
ing escaped to avoid compulsory work 
upon it. The descendants have lived 
in theee mountains for twenty cen- 
turtes, and are today wiki creatures 
covered with hair. 

“J epent some time investigating the 
mound of Chin, near Sian Fu—the buri- 
al place of the originator of the Great 
Whill. It ie ari enommous mound of 
O18 aéres, surrounded by ruined walle. 
We were told that there was beneath 
it a subterranean palace connected by 
a long tunnel with the mountains. 

A New Spirit. 

“Some of the changes I found in the 
remoter parts are aimost incredibie. 
‘Within five days of Tibet I found a 
modern steel truss bridge being erect- 
ed over the Yellow river, and in Lan- 
chou, in the province of Kansu, where 
the viceroy is making a fine boulevard

“Yet the English boy from his earliest 
years is taught to stifie hig natural 
faculty for crying, a faculty which, if 
exercised judiciously, would save him 
from a world of worry in his later 
years. 

I do not suggest that a man should 
weep at the slightest provocation, any 
more than I suggest that he should fly 
into a temper, go to sleep, or give way 
to uncontrolable laughter without 
cause. Excessive indulgence in any 
emotionyis bod. But, just as it ie well 
to give way to temper, to sleep, or to 
laughter at certain times, when Nature 
demands it, so it is’ well to weep. 

“Weeping is Nature's own remedy for 
certain wounds. If you withhold the 
remedy, then you must endure the pain 
of the wound. : 

“Mental suffering, in such forms as 
depression, sorrow, anxiety, and worry 
in all its multitudinous forms, can ba 
relieved greatly by weeping. and those 
who can gain speedy relief in this way 
are obviously fitter to face the regpoh- 
sibilities of business life than those 
who suffer acutely for a prolonged 


period. 

“Therefore,” added the scientist in 
conclusion, “I say that men should not 
kill that very excellent balm for 
worry that Nature has given them in 
the power of weeping.”

FREE CHURCHES 
PREACH POLITICS 


Successor to Spurgeon 
Avowed Socialist. 


Pulpit Politics Agitates Eng- 
land—Charge Noncomform- 
ists Want the “Kingdom of 
Heaven Brought About on 
Earth by Political Action.” 


London, April 24.—(Special.)—PupwNt 
politics is the question of the hour in 
British religious circles, and not since 
the time of Cromwell has there been 
such a stir among the people in Eng- 
dand who refuse to take their religion 
cut amd dried from the state. 

The dhief complaint in the past of 
the nonconformists—as all people who 
do not conform to the state religion 
are called In England—has been that 
the church of England was more a po- 
litical than a reliigous: organization. 
This was probably true to some extent, 
but today some of the most respected 
leaders of noncomformity in England 
are declaring that the free churches, 
as the nonconformist bodies delight to 
call themselves, have become mere po- 
litical elubs, most of them 
with the radical and socialistic wings 
of the liberal party. : 

Aim of Free Church. 

There can be no doubt of the truth 
of this charge. Since the time of 
Spurgeon, who was the last great 
leader of spiritual noncomformity, the 
free churches have been becoming 
more and more material in their aims 
and propaganda. In Spurgeon’s days 
the aim of noncomformity was defined 


by its leaders as “making men saints.” 


At the present time most of the prom- 
inent free church ministers, if asked 
what their aim was, would answer, 
“to bring about the Kingdom of Heav- 


en on earth,” and if asked how they 


proposed to do this would reply with- 
out a moment’s hesitation “by political 
action, of course.” 
Spurgeon’s Successor. 
Spurgeon’s successor as the leader of 


| nonconformity in England igs the Rev. 
'Dr. John Clifford, of the 


Paddington 
(London) chapel. There could be nQ 
greater contrast bteween two men than 
there is between the late and present 
leaders of the free churches. 

Spurgeon was a great preacher, who 
had the power to move men’s emotions 
and to win them to righteousness, Dr. 
Clifford is also a great platform ora- 
tor, but his style is not emotional. He 
is an organizer and a diréctor of re- 
ligious moveemnts, and he is an avow- 
ed soctfalist. At the recent meeting 
of the free church congress at Swan- 
sea, he said, “I was born a socialist, 
I have always been a s0cialist, and 
will be a socialist in the next world.” 
Nothing further from the spirit of 
Spurgeon could be imagined. It is 
probable that he never gave a thought 
to political questions. His whole life 
was devoted to “making men saints.” 

Another exponent of the new move- 
ment in nomconformity is the Rev. R. 
J. Campbell, of the City Temple, Lon- 
don, the head and front of the “New 
Theology’ movement. Campbell is 
algo an avowed socialist, but with the 
difference that he works with the so- 
clalist party while Dr. Clifford de- 
votes himself to influencing and “per- 
meating’”’ the liberal party. Other po- 
litical parsons of note among the free 
church ministers are the Rev. F. B. 
Meyer, who is the present occupler of 
Spurgeon’s pulplit, and the Rev. Joseph 
and Silas K. Hocking, brothers, who 
are perhaps better known as novel- 
ists than ag clergymen. The Rev. 
Joseph Hocking started a discussion 
all over the coyntry by a bitter at- 
tack on the Church of Rome at the -re- 
cent free church congress. 

Principal Forsyth, D.D., of the Hack- 
ney Theological college, and Dr. Wal- 
ter F. Adams, principal of the Lan- 


‘cashire Independent college, have also

In America, the clerical -politician 
usually devotes himself to advocating 
some pressing municipal reform which 
affects directly the mérals of his. flock. 
In this country the clerical politician, 
whether he belong to church or chap-

pal polities. He devotes himseif sole- 
ly to national affairs, and the army 
and navy, the taxation policy of the 
government of the day, and other ques. 
tions of high politics are regularly 
discussed in the pulpite. Even for- 
eign affairs are sometimes made the 
subject of sermons, and these sermons 
are, of course, most in evidence about 
election times. Some of, the political 
parsons have been known even to can- 
vass the members 6f their congrega- 
tions in favor of the radical and lib- 
eral candidates,

Berlin, April 24.—Kmperor William, 
like Theodore Roosevelt, never appears 
happy uniess he ts in hot water. Just 
at present the German ruler is being 
severely condemned in many quarters 
for his action in placing five of his 49 
castles on the market. There is un; 
doubtealy need for economy among doth 
high and low in this country, but it is 
pretty generally agreed that the kaiser 
has taken a poor and ill-advised meens 
to thet end. 

The manner in wifoh the German pub- 
lic have received this latest effort of 
their ruler to live within hie enormous 
Ancome of $2,600,000 a year is aptiy hit 
om by a cartoon which appeared in 
one ‘of the humorous papers here on the 
occasion of King Hdadward’s recent visit. 
The two monarchs are shown seated 
in a taxicab, which hag stopped in front 
of a @otel on the Unter den Linden. The 
foliowing conversation is supposed to 
take piace: 

Bdadward: “This is where.I leave you.” 

William: “Why, no, the castle ia far- 
ther down.”’ 

Edward: “Oh, I thought you had be- 
come s0 economécal that you had sold 
that, too.” 

‘LO make matters worse for the kaiser,’ 
the people are firmly convinced that his 
shortage of money is due entirely to his 
well-kmown extravagance and inborn 
love of display. Ths castle’ which have 
been chosen for sale possess undoubted 
claims to preservation on historical and 
sentimental grounds, and it is felt that 
economy, if it ig necessary, should have 
been made in otHer directions less cal- 
culated to wound public feelings, 

The reasong given for the step takén 
Dy the Kaiser, are that the castles in 
question are old, uninhabitable, abse- 
lutely unfit for court purposes, and not 
easily accessible. Tihey are situated in 
western Germany, in the beautiful, fer- 
tile Rhine country—so rich in legend, 
history and art. The people of this 
province are exceedingly proud of their 
historic past, and extremely anxious to 
preserve the invaluable treasures left 


+ 


to them commemorating the glorious 
deeds of their forefathers. 
The Castles for Sale. 

The castles offered to the public are 
Gchiose Benrath, near Dusseldorf, and 
the Jagerhof, with its park in the heart 
of the game city; @chioss Gtolzenfels, one 
of the finest Rhine casties—remembered 
by every traveler who has taken the 
journey by boat from Mayence to Co- 
‘logne; Schloss Erdmannsadorf, in the 
Riesengebirge, and Schloss Bruhl, in the 
lower Rhine district; Schloss Zelle, near 
Hanover, and the more modest little 
@chiloss, in Freienwalde, near Berlin. 

Strange to say, Germany has no ade- 
quate laws which insure the preserva- 
tion of historic buildings in their origi- 
nal form, and the sight of many ruins 
that have been restored to death fills 
all lovers of romantic art with fear and 
trembling at the thought of what might 
become of these irreplaceable buildings 
when they pass into the hands of per- 
sons who happen to have enough cash 
to pay for them. 

Since the official confirmation of the 
proposed sales, the Society for the Pres- 
ervation of Historic Sites in the Rhine- 
Jand have held many indignation meet- 
ings, ana@ by thelr protestations have 
succeeded in/ modifying the conditions 
of the transaction so that the people 
will not be the chief losers. 

Schloss Benrath is the most important 
example of the Louis XVI etyle of ar- 
chitecture in all western Germany. It 
was built in 1756 as a summer residence 
for the Bilector Palatine Charles Theo- 
dore, whose officia] seat was Dussel- 
dorf. For forty years H has been un- 
used, the last royal occupant having 
been William I, who made his head- 
quarters there during an army ma- 
noeuvre, 

If this mastenpiece of the art of Ni- 
kolag de Pigage, who also bullt the pal- 
ace of Mannheim and the park of 
Schwetzingen, should lose the protec- 
tion of the crown, the new owner would 
have to take many liberties with the 
interior in order to make it habitable, 
which would doubtless also mar the

ance. As Benrath was built as a sum- 
mer villa, it is conetructed of the light- 
est material, and living there woul@ be 
out of the question at any other but the 
‘warmest period of the year. Besides, it 
is lacking in the most ordinary com- 
forte, and the introduction of heating; 
lighting and sanitary arrangements 
would interfere with that remarkable 
grouping of rooms around the courts, 
which gitiful use of space is the delight 
of everyone who visits Benrath. Bven 
the placing of the chimneys, which ana 
up-to-date kitchen for a house of this 
size requires, presents a problem which 
no architect would welcome, unless he 
ig insensitive to a painful anachronism. 

The sum demanded for this chateau 
with its park is about $1,300,000 and 
the buyer ntust be prepared to add an- 
other $200,000 for improvements if he 
intends to use we acquisition for any- 
thing but a musemum. 

Violent Storm ef Protest. 

A more violent storm of protest even 
Was aroused among the citizens of Dus. 
seldorf at the news that the famous 
Jagerhbof, the one-time town residence 
of the elector who built Benrath, was 
to be torn down, and the beautiful gar- 
dens to be sold as building lots. The 
emperor considers the maintaining of 
this umused residence an unnecessary 
expense, and is anxious to part with it 
for $800,000. It was held that the in- 
numeraeble corridorless rooms are no 
longer adapted to court purposes, and 
plans were published for the razing of 
both wings of the chateau, as well as 
the famous mews, with their charm- 
ingly carved wooden gables and gate- 
ways. But Dusseldorf owes its reputa- 
tion for being one of the garden cities 
of the Rhine largely to the beautiful 
Hofgarten, whose gracefully winding 
walks and broad driveways, flanked by 
ancient trees, lead to the Jagerdorf. 
For this reason, everything is being 
done to preserve one of the remaining 
reminders of the golden days of the lit- 
tle town. 

Without waiting for a possible buyer, 
the city has, according .to latest re- 
ports, relieved the emperor of his bur- 


/den, paying $220,000, a little more than 
1 one-fourth of 


the price originally 
named. 

During the sixties and seventies of 
the last century, the Jagerdorf wag the 
court of Furst von Hohenzollern, and 
ten years later the sons of the king of 
Roumania made it their residence while 
pursuing their studies in that city. 
The fact that it has been so recently 
used proves that the old Jagerdorf 
might still have been a comfortable 
home for a younger princ of th House 
of Hohenzollern. 

The third and moet famous of these 
French rococo chateaus, which came 
into the possession of the Prussian 
crown when the Rhenish province 
ceased to be French, is Schloss Bruhl, 
which lies half way between Cologne 
and Bonn. Built originally in the early 
part of the eighteenth century for the 
Elector Clement Augustus, it has fre- 
quently been added to and elaborated. 
The most recent restorations were 


made in 1876, when Emperor William | 


I. invested a considerable sum for its 
preservation. However, the Schloss has 
not been used as a residence since that 
vear. The beautiful staireage, one of 
the finest of its kind in existence, is 
elaborated with stucco sculptures and 
paintings by Stuber, while the mural 
decorations in the salle des gardes and 
dining hell celebrate earthly joys in the 
impetuous art of the day. 
Pride of the Rhyne. 

One of the most imposing and roman- 
tic castles overloking the Rhyne where 
the Lahn joing it, is Stolzenfels, the 
pride of the entire region. During the 
days when the idea of a united Ger- 
many was rapidly spreading, in the 
firet half of the nineteenth century, the 
people of this province bought the ruin 
of the ancient fortress and presented 
it to Frederick William IV.. then crown 
prince of Prussia, in recognition of the 
interest he had already shown in their 
fand, and as an expression of their con- 
fidence in him as a future ruler. True 
romanticist that he is, he caused to rise 
from the ruins, according to the plans 
of Schinkel, Stolzenfels, as it stands to- 
day, the flower of romantic architec- 
ture. 7 

The interior is fitted with all the 
heavy grandeur belonging to a castle 
Bf such proportions. The chief attri- 
butes of chivalry are illustrated in the 
modern freacoes, and the meiaeval ar- 
mor of standards of battle are in keep- 
ing with the general atmosphere of the 
place. The tower offersa famous yiew 
of the winding rivers, with the two 
Lahnsteinse on wooded hills opposite, 
the castie of Lahneck, a little farther 
off, and the towers of the city of Cob- 
lenz in the distance. William II. has 
frequently visited Stolzenfels with his 
family, making prolonged sojourns 
there, and it was always considered a 
favorite stopping place of the empress, 
who spent many weeks in the spring 
and autumn seasons within the historic 
walls. 

The people of this picturesque district 
are deeply wounded that a gift made 
by their forefathers to their ruler, 
which was prompted by the strongest 
patriotism, should be so lightly thought 
of by the present sovereign. Should 
Stolzenfels' no longer be accessible to 
tourists, the people of Capellan would 
be deprived of their only source of in- 
come. The little town Is composed of a 
single row of houses, most of which are 
inns, and ig situated on a narrow strip 
of land between the crag on which the 
castle stands and the Rhine. 

Schloss Erdmannsdorf, with its slop- 
ing lands and English park in the 
Silesian mountains, was acquired by 
the crown during the reign of Freder- 
ick William IV.. who epent a great part 
of his rule at this delightful country 
seat. For many years Emperor Freder- 
ick was the only royal vieltor until 
Prince. Henry, his youngest son, and 
brother of the present Kaieer, who mar-

Just now, on 
account of the thard times this work 
has temporarily stopped, but as the 
commercial prospects brighten it will 
be taken up again and- pushed to its 
‘completion. It is expected that the 
other roads will be relaid with new ties 
and that the whole system 
ae far as Mukden will be made first- 
class in every respect. As it is now, 
the section north of the Yalu is a dinky 
narrow gauge with cars little better 
than omnibuses. The track is so poor 
that the trains do not go at night, and 
it ig currently reported that the trains 
stop two hours at noon to allow the 
employees and passengers time for a 
siesta. ’ 

Ratiway Building in Korea. 


Raitroad building in Korea is far dif- 
ferent from the same class of engineer- 
ing in the United States. In the first 
place the rights-of-way offer strange 
complications. All the way from Fusan 
to Seoul we passed grave mounds, and 
the road here and there went through 
graveyards. The road from Chemulpo 
to the capital necessitated the removal 
of more than 2,000 graves, and the city 
lots of the dead cost more than our 
city lots of the living. The average 
grave did not cover more than a: square 
yard, but the railroad company had to 
pay from $! to $3 each for the cost of 
femova!l, and got at the same time the 
{ll-will of the families of the deceased. 
The Koreans have a queer way of plant- 
ing their graves anywhere. They have 
few fixed cemeteries, and they select 
euch apots on the sides of the hills as 
the necromancers tell them are lucky 


. and there lay away thelr loved ones. 


Many families take care of their graves 
from generation to generation, and they 
deepiy resent any injury to them. it is 
the same in China, which is without 
many railroads today largely because 
ef this sentiment.

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Koreans, and the same is true of the 
road from here to the Yalu. All of 
these roads are of the standard Ameri- 
can gauge, and mearly ali are equipped 
with American rails of 75 pounds each. 
‘Ihe ratiway material imported last 
year amounted to more than $2,000,000, 
and over one-third of this came from 
the United States. All the roade have 
American bridges or bridge material. The 
one on which I crossed the Han river 
consists of ten spang of about 200 feet 
each, and it was made by the Carnegie 
Steel Company. The most of the spikes 
of the roads north of here came from 
the Illinois Steel Company, and the ties 
are largely American. On the northern 
route many of the bridges are of wood, 
built on piles. They were constructed 
as a military necessity, and will have 
to be replaced by better material. The 
bridges betwveen Seoul and Fusan are of 
steel. Tast year sixty spans of. iron 
{ girders were imported from our country 
for the system and more are wanted. 

All of these roads are operated with 
American locomotives. There are noW 
\ more than 100 in use, the most of them 
Baldwins, made at the Philadelphia 
works. There are forty-nine Baldwin 
locomotives of fifty tons each on the 
line between Seoul and Antung, and 
some of the cars came from the United 
States. The rolling stock now employ- 
ed. here is more than half American, 
and it includes 107 locomotives, 90 pas- 
senger cars and something like 600 


freight cars. 


The Passing of the Narrow Gauge. 

The Japanese find our standard gauge 
far better for their traffic than the nar- 
row gauge, which now prevails through- 
out Japan proper. There are over 5,000 
miles of narrow gauge railroads in the 
island empire of the mikado, and they 
are by no means sufficient to carry the 
traffic. In an interview which I had 
with Baron Goto, the imperial minister 
of communications, he told me that the 
roads would have to be standardized, 
and that eventually they would have the 
Same gauge as ours. The government 
is very anxious to do away with the 
bad strip between the Yalu and’ Mukden 
so that through gleeping cars can go from 
Fusan to Moscow, St. Petersburg and 
Paris. Such cars would travel 600 miles | 
over the Korean peninsula and hundreds 
of miles further before they reached 
Russian territory. As it is now, the 
accommodations are so bad from Korea 
to the Trans-Siberian system that pas-. 
sengers come down to Daliny and there 
take ship for Japan; or go out to Viadi- 
vostok and get steamers there which, in 
the course of a few days, land them 
at Nagasaki. 

With the new road there will be only 
the ferry at the Korean straits to cross, 
and this is done in a night with no 
morert ouble than the voyage from Bos- 
ton to New York or from Buenos Alres 
to Montevido. In coming here my train 
reached Shimoneseki at 8 o'clock in the 
evening. By daybreak the next morn- 
ing we were in sight of the thirsty 
mountains of Korea, and an hour or so 
later were landed on the pier of Fusan. 


Cheap Ralliroad Fares. 
The railroad fares in this part of the 
world are lower than ours. On all trains 


there are first, second and third-class 
cars, and the rates are under 2 cents; 
per mile. Ower hegre in Korea, & fron-' 
tier country just opening up for trade.

In coming from Kobe to Shimoneseki 
I rode on what might be Called the 
Japanese limited express. The distance 
was 375 miles, and I had a sleeper, al- 
though it was in the daytime. The 
extra rate charged for the fast train 
and the superior accommodations waa 
75 cents, or just what one pays for u 
seat in a chair far from Washington to 
Philadelghia, which ts only a little more 
than one-third the distance. 

Station Lunches and the Dinners. 

The eating is very cheap on all the 
Japanese roads. This is so for both na- 
tives and foreigners, and especially 
the former, In Japan peddlers come

to the cars at every etop with hot tea 
and cold lunches. The usual price for 
the latter is 7% cents, and for the tea, 
including the eartenware pot and the 
cup which goes with it, only 2 cents 
of our money. The tea is served fresh, 
the green leaves being dropped into the 
pot and the hot water poured on while 
you look. [ft is then covered and the 
cup turned upside down on the top. you 
can take it into the car with you and 
carry pot and all home iff you like. The 
seven-cent lunches are put up in little 
pine boxes an inch thick, four  inohes 
wide and six inches long. Two of such 
boxes contain one lunch. The upper 
one has several slices of omelet, some 
vegetables and seaweed dried and 


cooked, On the top are chop sticks made 
of fresh pine wood and in such a way 
that you have to split them apart be- 
fore you use them, thus proving that 
they have not been left over from some 
previous meal. In the lower box there 
is about a pint of the whitest Jap- 
anese rice, well steamed, but served 
cold. The customers eat this as. bread, 
shoveling it into their mouths with the 
sticks. 

As to the dining car meals, they are 
all foreign style, with plates, knives 
and forks and the usual accompani- 
ments of an American dining car. I 
have before me the menu which was 
served a la carte on my way from 
Fusan to Seoul. You can compare the 
prices with those of our American res- 
taurants or of our cars at home. Soup 
costs 6 cents, a g@od slice of fried fish 
7 cents; or for the same money you 
can have an omelet, a dish of curry and 
rice or a meat croquette. An ordinary 
beefsteak on an .American liner costs 
from 80 cents to $1.25. The price of a 
steak here is 10 cents and of roast beef 
9. Roast chicken costs !0 cents and 
a slice of ham with salad 19. The por- 
tions sold are much less in size ,than 
ours, but the steak and fish, and, in- 
deed, almost all of the eatables, are de- 
licilous. There is an extra charge for 
bread and butter, but this only 2% 
cents, and tea and coffee cost the same. 
The price of cake is 2% cents and 
fruit. may be ordered from I%:> cents 
upward. The same price list prevails 
in Japan and the same menu is used 
on the first-class diners of that coun- 
try. One can also have meals. table 
d'hote, a breakfast of, three courses 
with dessert and tea or coffee costing 
35 cents, a luncheon of four courses 
40 cents and a dinner of five courses 
50 cents. 

Free Slippers for Passengers. 

On the fast express trains of Korea 
and Japan a pair of slippers’ is ‘fur- 
nished each first-class passenger for use 
during the trip. The porter takes one’s 
shoes and blacks them, whether he 
rides overnight or not, and is well 
Satisfied if he gets a iQ-cent fee upon

baggage are low... : 


Second and Third-Class Passengers. 

The second-class cars. of both Korea 
and Japan are about as comfortable as 
the first. Those of Japan are not un- 
ifKe our street cars in shape, with long 
benches running under the windows the 
full length of the cars and an aisle in 
the middle. These benches are cush- 
ioned just as our cars at home, and are 
comfortable in that one can stretch him- 
self out at full length when there are 
but few other passengers. 

The first-class carg are patronized 
chiefly by foreigners and high officials 
and the second-class by well-to-do Jap- 
anese. 1 often go’second-class, and find 
it quite comfortable. One's fellow pas- 
sengers usually take off their shoes or 
shed their sandals and sit on their heels 
On the seats. 

The third-class cars are exceedingly 
rough. They have wooden benches and 
are used only by the poorer ¢lasses, 
most of whom are dressed in native cos- 
tumes. In the Korean cars the men 
wear tall black horse hair hats and long 
gowns of white or pink, which reach to 
their feet. They have full white trou- 
sers tiled in at the ankles, and stockings 
of wadded cotton a half an inch thiek. 
Their shoes are low and heavy and 
Often Nob-nailed. There are also women 
dressed in white with green capes over

their heads, and parters who look dirty 
enough as they take their luxury of a 
ride from one station to another, There 
are gayly dressed boys who wear gowns 
of bright colors and part their hair in 
the middle and plait it in one long braid 
down their backs. There are Japanese 
of the lower classes in kimonos, and 
many Japanese private soldiers on their 
way from post to post.

New York, April 24.—Alfred Shrubb, 
of Horsham, England, once more proved 
himself the greatest middle-distance 
runner in the business -by defeating 
Henri St. Yves, of France, at the Amer- 
ican League grounds tonight, in a 18- 
mile race. At no time was the result of 
the race in doubt. 


When 8 miles had been covered, 
Shrubb had a lead of two laps, and 
this seemed to content him, for he ran 
the remainder of the race at St. Yves’ 
side. During the last 2 miles ofthe 
race, St. Yves made frantic efforts to 
overtake his rival, but to no avall., 

Shrubb’s time for, the race—! hour 26 
minutes and I2 seconds—was over four 
minutes behind the professional record 
and nearly six minutes behind. the 
amateur mart. This slow time was due 
to the fact that the Frenchman could 
not make him do his best during the 
last half of the race. 

The night was cold and windy,. and 
this probably affected the runners, ag 
it did the-attendance. 

St. Yves Enters, 

St. Yves was the first of the starg to 
appear on the track. but he preceded 
Shrubb by only a moment, the latter 
sprinting by the Frenchman and reach- 
ing the starting point first. The crowd 
gave the runners a noisy welcome. Pre- 
liminaries were quickly arranged, a 
pistol shot rang out, and the men were 
off with a burst of speed. Shrubb etart- 
ed with his usual graceful stride, white 
St. Yves went off at the short patter 
which served him so well in the Mara- 
thon derby. In the first lap Shrubb 
opened up a lead of about twenty 
vards, and increased this gradually as 
the race progressed. 

In the fourth lap St. Yves appeared 4 
bit nervous, and showed more speed. 
but Shrubb increased his, pace, 80 that 
at the end of the sixth lap, or the finish 
of the first mile, he was a quarter of a 
lan in front.

BT us consider first the cause of 
[ . wrinkles. The causes, rather, should 
I say, for the sources of wrinkles are 

five. They are: 

Age. 

Worry. 

Weariness. 

The bad habit of making f.ces 

.The shrinking of the flesh away from the 
skin. 

We cannot ‘arrest age, the process of 
growing old, but-.we can conceal for ea long 
time the fact of age. I believe it is quite 
possible for a woman to say, “From this 
moment I shall not appear to grow older,” 
and to achieve that end. I-have known wo- 
men who have seemed to stop short the rev- 
olutions in the wheels of time for twenty 
years. Others I have known who by a new 
regimén, or by changing their mental at- 
titude -toward life, accustoming themselves 
to that most wonderful of all rejuvenators, 
taking a more cheerful view, have seemed 
to grow five or ten years younger. Age 


‘is not an: inevitable creator.’ of wrinkles. 


It merely deepens the tracks made by our 
thoughts, wearing them deeper and deeper 
with the years as the wheels of a wagon 
cut deeper and deeper into the clay of a 
country road. It is to be seen then that 


‘prevention is a large part of the. treatment 


of wrinkles. To cure wrinkles first look to 
it that you do not acquire them. 

Worry is another foe of the childlike 
emoothness of skin that is one of the most 
desirable states of beauty, The -outward 


‘and visible signs of inward worry appear 


chiefly in two areas, in the diagonal lines 
extending from the nostrils to the lips, and 
in the forehead where they create what a 
precocious child, studying his mother’s face, 
called “gutters for the tears.” These lines 
are interesting as indicators of character. 
The woman with deep lines about her lips 
has greater determination and passion. She 
has a more intense emotional nature. The 
woman with the strongly marked horizontal 
lines in the forehead is more intellectual. Her 
anxieties are mental, while those of the wom- 
an with the parentheses are temperamental.

But they are 
mistaken, hopelessly, fatally mistaken. One 
of the most vivacious faces I have known 
is that of a beautiful French woman.

She does 
not draw the mouth down at one corner or 
the other while she talks. She does not 
raise her eyebrows until they threaten to 
become lost in her hair, puckering the skin

tween the eyes. She does not laugh 650 
violently that the flesh breaks up into rip- 
ples and eddies-about the eyes. She makes 
her glowing éyes and her smiling lips ex- 
press all her thought and emotion. So did 
all the French beauties of old, which was 
the reason that Ninon L’Enclos and Mme. 
Recamier, in their extreme age,.had lovers 
and no wrinkles. 

The shrinking. away of the muscles from 
the skin is a serious menace to beauty. Its 
causes are several. Perhaps a woman has 
reduced hér flesh more suddenly than wise- 
ly. Perhaps the shrinkage has been caused 
by aenemia. The condition demands nour- 
ishment of the skin and of the muscles be- 
neath the skin. But this is merely a local 
treatment. More than anything else it -re- 
quires a rebuilding and rejuvenation of the 
entire system. 

Knowing the causes we must avoid them. 
‘We must resolve to conceal if we cannot 
stop the ageing process. We must not, dare 
not worry. We must never pass a certain 
point of fatigue, that point at* which we 
are too .tired. to rest or-sleep. _Such-a weari- 
ness is destructive. We must not make 
faces» while we talk. Whatever our emo- 
tions we must try to’ keep our features se- 
rene as those of a mask. Leave to the 
mouth and eyes the task of expression. We 
must by nourishing both skin and muscles 
prevent their divorcing each other. 

But granted that the wrinkles have ap- 
peared what shall we do to remove them? 
We ntust first remove the cause which has 
produced them. If two ugly parallel lines 
are discernible between the eyebrows we 
must correct that habit of scowling, whose 
footprints are ugliness. And we must avoid 
eyé-strain. Often the lines in their beginning 
can be removed by giving up the habit of 
reading except by daylight, and then of not 
reading long continuously. 

A young woman who, after much travel, 
noticed a light but ominous tracery of deli- 
cate lines on her face, said: “Heavens, I 
must take the rest cure, and buy cold cream 
by the pound!” She was right. Those first 
menacing.wrinkles showed that she had not 
preserved the balance of vitality which as- 
sures perfect health.

A soft, absérbent towel is at 
once more comfortable and better for the 
purpose for which a towel is used, drying

irritate and abrade it, and by this'no use-

A student of the University of Chicago 
asks: “What do you think of fasting for

‘I think {it will reduce the flesh and will 
imperil the life of the faster. A friend of 
mine reduced twenty pounds in one month 
by fasting. but her devitalized condition in- 
vited pneumonia, from which she died two 
months after she began the fasting cure. I 
believe in reducing’ the’ quantity of food 
eaten. It can be reduced one-half or more 
in most cases without loss of vitality. Nine- 
tenths of humanity eat too much. But the 
stomach should not be weakened by depriv- 


ing it of its daily exercise’ of digesting 


food. This can be prevented by eating 
oftener, but eating less. If the stomach 
has been overworked, and some one desires 
also to reduce, then try milk or liquid foods 
for a week or two.

Taken Up by City. 

The matter was taken up by the city 
early in March, when a number of en- 
terprising citizens realized that if the 
farmers’ homes were connected with 
Sparta by telephone it would result in 
centralizing their interests here and 
would insure business that might other- 
wise go to other cities.¢ It meant a 
great deal to the business men in the 
city and to the farmers. A mass meet- 
ing was called, and a committee ap- 
pointed to secure subscriptions to the 
fund. In the course of a few hours $500 
was raised. A second mass meeting was 
called, and the following action taken: 

“The committee, consisting of Mayor 
J.D. Bennett, W. H. Burwell, M. L 
Duggan, George White, Robert Holmes 
and R. E. Wheeler, appointed to solicit 
subscriptions from the business houses 
of Sparta and to be collected as needed. 
having reported that they had raised 
6500, it was ordered that said sum be 
paid out on approval of said committee 
to encourage and aid in the construc- 
tion of farmers’ telephone lines, to be 
connected with the Central exchange at 
Sparta, and leading along approved 
routes in the courtty at the rate of $10 
per mile. It is understood that amounts 
so paid out on lines, approved by said 
committee, are to bé in the nature of a 
bonus to such lines for thé pufpose of 
encouraging a systematic rural tele- 
phone system centering at Sparta.” 

Farmers’ telephone lines rarely cost 
more than $25 per mile, so that the 
bonus of $10 per mile is an important 
item. A prominent citizen in discussing 
the matter déclared that the action of 
the city marked an @poch in Georgia, 
and was one of thé most progressive 
steps ever takén by a southern city. 

Easéntial to the Farmer. 

“The telephone is as essential to the 
farmer as to the business man in the 
city,” he said. “The lines in rural 4is- 
triets are a sign of progress and pros- 
perity. The time when it was necessary 
for the farmer to waste time driving to 
the city to attend to trifling matters, 
and when the farmers’ wife was iso- 
lated from her neighbors and friends, is 
past. Modern science has made it pos- 
sible for the farmer to have efficient tel- 
ephone service in his home at such low 
cost that there is no reason why every 


telephone in his home.” 

M. i. Duggan, editor of The Sparta 
Ishmaelite, is one of the leaders in the 
movement, and the following extract 
from The Ishmeelite tndicateg the en- 
thusiasm: 

“One of the most @arnest. enthusiastic 
and business-like mass meetings wit- 
nesséd in a long time was held by citi- 
zens of the town and county in the 
courthouse last Friday night. 

“The meeting quicxiy organized by 
electing Mayor J. D. Burnett chairman 
and IL. C. Miller, secretary. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was stated by Hon. 
W. H. Burwell. who also enumerated 
many of the advantages that would ac- 
crue to the entire county by connecting 
up the farm homes throughout the 
county by a system of rural telephone 
lines focuseq at the central in Sparta. 
and thus putting practically the m@ntire 
population of the county in instant 
communication with all of the ‘phone 
system in town, and with each other. 
Several others epoke along the same 
lines, and District Manager Weaver. of 
the Bell Telephone Company, expiained 
the cost of such lines and their manner 
of operating. 

Pians Adopted. 


“Plans were suggested, which. after 


full consideration, were unanimously ap- 
proved. These plans contemplated en- 
couragement and cooperation in build- 
ing up lines throughout the county in 
such a systematic way as will reduce 
the cost to a minimum of convenience 
and ugefulness. For devising ways and 
means of carrying these plahs into exe- 
cution, and for the purpose of cooperat- 
ing with sections of the county desiring 
to avail themselves of the. benefits of 
Such a system, a committee was ap- 
pointed. This committee consists of J. 
D. Burnett, chairman; Robert Holmes, 
W. H. Burwell, Earle. Wheeler, George 
White and M. L. Duggan. The commit- 
tee has already met with the greatest 
possible encouragement from every 
source, and it begins to look now like 
our citizens who have so jong neglected 
important public utilities mean to give 
to Hancock tounty the best organized 
system of rural telephones in middle 
Georgia. Progressive communities in 
the county will do well to consult with 
this committee promptly, and by such a 
spirit of cooperation as has so far man- 
ifested itself almost. anybody in the 
county may soon have in their own 
homes telephonic communication with 
everybody in the county. And then we 
will begin to realize that we have the 
best county in middle Georgia,”

FIRST WOMAN'S CLUB FORMED * 
600_ YEARS BEFORE CHRIST 


ee 

Comprehensive Paper on the 
Origin of Club Movement 
Written by Mrs. John Spal- 
ding, of West -End Study 
Club. 


It is seldom a more comprehensive 
Paper is received by the club editor 
than that read by Mrs. John Spalding 
at a recent meeting of the West End 
Study Chub. 

Those of the pioneer club women who 
will read it will at once assert it wae 
fine, because *the writer, nee Miss Mary 
Brown Connally, was taught by her 
mother to do all things well. Mrs. Dr. 
Connally herself being a charter mem- 
ber of the Atlanta Woman’s Club, and 
the chub woman who carried the club 
Spirit into everyday life by scattering 
flower seed by the wayside that the 
passers-by may enjoy the beauty of the 
blooms. 

As the West End Study Club has but 
recently entered the State Federation, 
the subject was particularly apropos, 


and it is to be regretted that we are only 


permitted to give our readers extracts 


from so fine and instructive a paper.

have been called a salon. Poets, phil- | 


osophers, dramatists, artists, archi- 
tects and statesmen of the greatest of 
all the ages of the world flocked to 
enjoy her society and her counsel. 
Socrates admits her influence, and her 
husband declared his pride and joy in 
her congénial companionship and help 
in his rule of Athens. Some of the men 
had the indiscretion to bring their 
wives to these gatherings, against all 
public opinion. 

“It was in the fourth century, Anno 
Domini, that Marcella, a rich, educated, 
noble Woman, becoming disgusted with 
the unblushing.. unbridled vices of 
Roman society, withdrew to her palace 
and drew around her other thoughtful, 
devoted women for reading, study and 
prayer. This woman’s club was the 
first convent, beginning a movement 
which was to influence the world. 

“During the Renaissance, Christianity 
had become the universal religion, and 
we find a much larger liberty for wom- 
en in general. We read of women as 
doctors of law and as professors of 
universities. They spoke with elo- 
quence, and were constantly called on 
to hold the reins of government during 
their husband's absences, ruling with 
wisdom and skill. We find nothing of 
women’s clubs except where we find a 
woman of brains holding a _ salon, 
where men and women alike met so- 
cially to discuss art, literature, philos- 
onhy or politics. They exerted great 
influence sometimes over the affairs of 
the nation. 

“I cannot find anywhere in this age a 
Woman's Suffrage Club, but it was a 
matter of discussion then as now. 

“Then came the French salons of the 
seventeenth and efrghteenth centuries. 
What they did on a small scale we do 
on a large scale. Both the salon and 
the club resulted in a mania for knowl- 
edge, a change of ideals, a revolution 
in social life and an increase in the 
authority of women. These women 
banded together to improve the men, 
we band together to improve ourselves. 
They corrected coarse manners and 
bad morals and secured recognition of 
talent. This involved diplomacy, tact, 
sympathy and knowledge of men. This 
movement was not so earnest, so direct 
or gO effective as the woman's club of 
today. A few aristocratic women of 
Cistinct charm and talent influenced a 
few great men, we have a great demo- 
cratic movement which affects the do- 
mestic, social and political position of 
women themselves as well as the great 
affairs of men and the nation. 

“orcas was the founder of the first 
church society, which met to sew for 
the saints. The church societies are 
really women’s clubs, although they are 
never so called. Nearly every denom- 
ination has its federation of church 
clubs, under the name of missionary 
unions, and do a most wonderful work, 
not only in the spread of Christianity, 


but along the lines of philanthropy and 


education. The Methodist women are 
doing a great settlement work in the 
mill districts of Atlanta, and in one of 
these settlements is a woman’s club of 
eighteen or twenty members, which be- 
longs to the city federation. The im- 
provement in the home conditions of 
these mill women since the club was 
formed has been marvelous. They meet 
Saturday afternoons when the work of 


ehe week fs over, have a prayer, some 


amusement and some educational enter- 
tainment and some simple, well pre- 
pared refreshments. This is only one 
of the great things being done by the 
federation of Methodist brethren. 

‘The Baptist Missionary Union of 
Georgia raised $40,000 and the Baptist 
women of the south raised $211,000 dur- 
ing !908, which was all spent wisely 
and well for the betterment of human- 
ity—foreign, home, state and city mis- 
sions, homes for the orphans, care of 
aged ministers, esea blishment of 
schools, maintaining a home for the re- 
turned missionaries and their children. 

“Why should not the church fédera- 
tion join the federations of other wom- 
en’s clubs? It would add greatly to 
the power, the influence and the inter- 
est of both federations. 

“The studies of the chuds have  in- 
cluded sanitation (drainage and venti- 
lation), building and furnishing a 
home, food values, sanitary and scien- 
tific cooking and many other things for 
the good of the home and the family. 
Arts and crafts urges the importance 
of combining beauty wieh utility and 
has added much to the-education on 
many grown people as well as school 
children. Many kindergartens, man- 
ual training and model schools have 
been begun and kept up by women’s 
clubs until the authorities have been 
convinced of the wisdom of establish- 
ing and maintaining them in connec- 
tion with the public school work. 

“In 1868, Sorosis and the New Eng- 
land Club were organized. both claim- 
ing to be the first American woman's 
club. Since this claim was made, 
Michigan and Indiana have come for- 
ward peinting to clubs formed in the

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FEDERATION CIVICS. 


Civies is secondary only to education 
in the interests of both general and 
state { federations. Forty-one states 
give second consideration to the civic 
department, with all of its varied and 
important movements, while 504 clubs 
make it the specific feature of their 
own work. 

Civic problems, especially, were the 
order of March programs in women's 
clubs, and “cleaning-up day” being ob- 
served by many club towns. The club 
women cooperating with municipal 
committees, will still continue as dis- 
cussions for April. 

From the general federation’s com- 
mittee on civics comes a circular letter 
urging concentrated effort just now of 
club women in every city, town and 
rural province to awaken civic intere 
est and pride in its own section and in 
the national issues, citing for the 
latter, preservation of Niagara and of 
forestry reserves. The practical com- 
mittee further urges that each club se- 
lect one phase of civic betterment and 
pursue that particular line to a com- 
plete finish, then assume others. Each 
will know its own needs, and below is, 
Outlined work suggetsed by the com- 
mittee: J 

Abatement of the smoke nuisance, of use- 


less noises, of pernicious and disfiguring bill- 
boards. 

Encouragement of legitimate and artistic 
advertising, of the care of vacant lots, street 
cleaning, home gardening, Arbor day recog- 
nition, preservation of natural features, wild 
flowers and birds, beautifying school grounds 
and railway stations, artistic grouping of 
public pbulldings. 

Establishment of parks and plapgrounds, 
city rest rooms for rural women and chil- 
dren, junior civic leagues. 

Provide addresses and 
and at least one civic topic on 
calendar. 

Seck to promote those things that will in- 
sure higher ideals tn citizenship. Good citi- 
zenship inspires loyalty te city and nation.

I just couldn't 
help speaking, and I am glad I met the 
lady.

I will 
then give up the presidency of the 
Fainbridge chapter.g We have built a 
confederate monument for our town: 
have secured an old cannon captureri 
by the confederates from the enemy, 
ane two Spanish-American war cannon. 
All of these make our park. historic 
and interesting.

Again outgrowing their accommoda- 
tions, they removed in !876 into the 
building then being 
Philadelphia Times, at Chestnut and 
Kighth streets. Here they stayed for 
twenty-six years, having gradually ex- 
tended over four floors of The Times 
building and three floors of an adjoin- 
ing’ one. 

Early in 1903 the firm removed to the 
Mariner and Merchant building, Third 
and Chestnut streets, where it occupies 
several] floors, and where 
space has several times been taken, in- 
cluding quarters in adjoining buildings.
